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THE PROGRAMME OF THE EGYPTIAN NATIONAL PARTY. 

Arabi Bey has sent to the Times a document containing a full exposition of 
the views and purposes of the party of which he has become the leader. Some 
of the principal passages in this manifesto are as follows :— 

The National party of Egypt accept the existing relations of Egypt with the Porte a. 
the basis of their movement. At the same time they are firmly determined to defend 
their national rights and privileges, and to oppose by every means in their power th> 
attempts of those who would reduce Egypt again to the condition of a Turkish pashalike 
They trust in the protecting Powers of Europe, and especially in England, to continue 
their guarantee of Egypt’s administrative independence. 

The National party exprsss their loyal allegiance to the person of the reigning 
Khedive. They will continue to support Mohammed Tewfik’s authority so long as he 
shall rule in accordance with justice and the law, and in fulfilment of his promises made 
to the people of Egypt in September, iSSi. They declare, however, their intention 
to permit, no renewal of that despotic reign of injustice which Egypt has so often 
witnessed, and to insist upon the exact execution of his promise of governing with a 
Council of Deputies (Mejlis Showra en Nawab) and giving the country freedom. 

The National party recognize the European control as a necessity of their _ financial 
position, and the present continuance of it as the best guarantee of their prosperity. They 
leek, nevertheless, upon the existing order of things as in its nature temporary, and 
avow it as their hope gradually to redeem the country out of the hands of its creditors. 
Their object is some day to see Egypt entirely in Egyptian hands. 

The National party disclaim all conn ection with those who, in the interest of Power 
jealous of Egypt’s independence, seek to trouble the peace of the country, or with those who 
find iheir private advantage in disturbance. _ At the same time they are aware that a merely 
passive altitude will not secure them liberty in a land which is still ruled by a class to whom 
liberty is hateful. The Egyptian Assembly may be cajoled or frightened into silence 
as at Constantinople; the Press may be used as an instrument against them ; and the 
sousccs of instruction be cut off. It is for this reason, and no other, thatthe National 
pr.ity has confided its interests at the present time to the army, believing them, to 
be the only power in the country able and willing to protect its growing liberties. 
It is not, however, in the plans of the party that this state of things shall continue, and 
as scon as the people shall have established their rights securely the army will abandon 
its present political attitude. In this the military leaders fully concur. 

The National party of Egypt are a political, not. a religious party. They hold all 
men to be brothers, and to have equal rights, both political and before the law. 

The general end of the National party is the intellectual and moral regeneration 
of the country by a better observance of the law, by increased education, and by 
political liberty, which they hold to be the life of the people. They trust in the 
sympathy of these of the nations of Europe which enjoy the blessing of self-govern¬ 
ment to aid Egypt in gaining for itself that blessing; but they are aware that no nation 
ever yet achieved liberty except by its own endeavours, and they are resolved to stand 
firm in the position they have won, trusting to God’s help if all other be denied them. 


DISTURBANCES IN DALMATIA.-FOUR GENDARMES 
KILLED. 

The Vienna Presse publishes news from Castelnuovo, Dalmatia, of a serious 
encounter between six gendarmes and a band of sixty men belonging to the 
district of Krivoscie. Four of the gendarmes were instantly shot down, 
but the other two, after a hard fight, succeeded in making their escape. 
Three of the men killed, the telegram says, were natives of Dalmatia, and, 
therefore, held in particular detestation by their assailants. Their bodies 
were afterwards found stripped naked and horribly mutilated. The fourth 
gendarme, a Bohemian, was stripped of his clothing, and his uniform, arm s, 
and personal possessions were carried off, but the corpse was not injured. 


OUTRAGES IN IRELAND. 

An armed party, disguised, visited the house of a man named Laven, near 
Castlebar, a few nights ago, and beat him savagely. His life is said to be m 
imminent danger. The party also visited the house of a man named Carty, 
who, however, escaped. Both men had paid their rent. 

A farmer named Mahony, living in the Kanturk district, has reported to the 
constabulary that on Sunday night he was visited by armed fmen, who fired 
shots, and, forcing him on his knees, compelled him to swear that he would pay 
r.o rent. The police have investigated the affair, and it is stated that the result 
of the inquiry has been to discredit the story. 

Mr. B. Billlngton, land surveyor, after valuing property near Bellmullet 
yesterday, was met by a number of persons, who threatened him. A pistol 
shot was discharged from among the crowd. Mr. Billington returned the fire 
and dispersed the mob. 

The Rev. Mr. Gaffney, a Roman Catholic clergyman, was fired at near 
l'allagliaclereen, county Mayo, by a cab-driver on Sunday evening. Mr. Gaffney 
seized the man tuid held him until the arrival of the police. 

A telegram from Ballytrophy states that a labourer in the employ of Mr. 
James Seale, of The Oak, near Mountrath, in Queen’s County, has been fired 
at. The bullet passed close to the man’s head. Evictions have lately taken 
place on Mr. Seale’s property. 

An inquest was held yesterday at Mullingar on the body of the young 
woman, Esther Croghan, who was shot on Saturday morning at Irishtown. 
The evidence threw no new light on the matter. The wounded girl, Anne 
Croghan, is progressing favourably. No arrests have been made. 

John Walshe, who was arrested last week on board a steamer at Queens¬ 
town, was yesterday charged at Limerick with the murder of a man'named 
Rcsengrave, near Gort, a short time ago. He was committed for trial. . 

The arrest of the man Connell near Mill-street, county Cork, has been 
followed by the apprehension of several other men, who have been committed 
for trial on the charge of being concerned in outrages. 


FUNERAL OF LORD JUSTICE LUSH. 

The funeral of the Right Hon. Sir Robert Lush, Lord Justice of Appeal, 
took place yesterday at Kensal-green Cemetery, in the presence of a large 
number of friends, both professional and private, of the deceased. The 
coffin was of polished oak. with brass fittings, and a plate of the same 
metal, on which was inscribed “Right Hon. Sir Robert Lush, born 25th 
October, 1807, died 27th December, 1881, aged 74." The first part of 
the burial service was conducted by the Rev. Dr. Landels, at the residence 
of the late Lord Justice, 60, Avenue-road, St. John’s-wood. Among the 
mourners were the sons and other members of the family of the late Lord 
Justice, Mr. Justice and Lady Watkin Williams, Mr. and Mrs. Balfour Brown, 
the Rev. Dr. Angus, and Dr. Wilbe. The profession of the law was repre¬ 
sented, among others, by Mr. Justice Denman, Mr. Justice Cave, Mr. Justice 
Stephen, the Attorney-General, Mr. Morgan Lloyd, Q.C., M.P., Mr. Addison, 
Q.C., Mr. Bompas, Q.C., Serjeant Robinson, Mr. Philbriclc, Q.C., Mr. Crossley, 
Q.C., Mr. A. Morley, M.P., Sir T. Chambers, M.P., Mr. Brown, Q.C.

THE WIMBLEDON POISONING CASE. 

Several witnesses from the school at Wimbledon were examined at Bow. 
street yesterday, in addition to those whose evidence we reported in our earlier 
editions. 

Inspector Butcher was then called, and described the circumstances 
under which the prisoner was arrested at Scotland-yard. When taken, 
into custody the prisoner simply said, “Very well; do you think bail 
will be accepted?” The witness replied that he would be taken before 
the magistrate at Wandsworth, and the matter would rest with him. 
The prisoner expressed the hope that the affair would be kept as quiet 
as possible for the sake of his friends. _ On the way to the Wandsworth 
police-court in the cab the prisoner said he hoped it would be stated 
that he came from Paris voluntarily. On the prisoner was found a 
pawnbroker’s contract note, dated 24th November, for a gold bunting-watch 
and a case of surgical instruments, pledged for £5. A cheque -book of the 
Wilts and Dorset Bank (Bournemouth Branch) was also found. The prisoner 
observed that that was of no use, as he had no account there now. That 
cheque-book contained the counterfoil of the cheque for £12 10s. given to the 
witness Tulloch. 

Mr. Wontner read a number of letters found in the possession of the 
prisoner, which, he said, gave a convenient history of the prisoners circum¬ 
stances. In March, 1SS1, the furniture of the prisoner’s house at Bournemouth 
was sold under a writ of distress. Another reason for Mr. Lamson leaving, 
Bournemouth, Mr. Wontner said, was the receipt of a letter from the hon, 
secretary of the Bournemouth Medical Society, enclosing the following resolu¬ 
tion unanimously adopted by the society on March 15, iSSr 

The society, having had under consideration allegations made against Mr. Limsxi, 
finds that he made use of the titles of M.D. of Paris, L.R.C.P. of Londm, and 
possessor of the Sanitary Science certificate of Cambridge, and having heard letters read 
from the dean of the Faculty of M.D. of Paris, the registrar of the Royal College of 
Physicians of London, and Professor Liveling, of Cambridge, further finds that he is not 
er.tiiled to his degrees. The society therefore instructs the secretary to expunge his. 
name from the roll of members of the society, and to intimate the same to Mr. Lamson. 

A letter demanding the re-payment of a loan of .£150, a county court summons, 
for gas supplied, and a number of letters, including several from Mrs. Lamson, 
showing the impecunious condition of the prisoner, were also read. 

Mr. T. A. Robinson, pawnbroker, gave evidence as to the pledging of certain, 
articles by the prisoner. 

The further hearing of the case was adjourned until Friday. 


Birmingham Improvements. 

Returns laid before the Birmingham Town Council by the Improvemeut 
Committee give the following particulars of the sanitary work done under the 
scheme since 1877, when active operations began :—Buildings thoroughly 
repaired and made healthy, 529; closet accommodation, &c., provided, 354; 
courts newly paved, 89 ; houses, &c., temporarily repaired, 2,263; open spaces 
enclosed, 24 : courts wholly or partly drained, 345 ; water supply in courts— 
wells closed, 16 ; repairs to water supply fittings, 380 ; dilapidated and insanitary 
buildings taken down, 571 ; buildings removed to clear land for letting, 34; 
buildings removed for ventilation of courts, 29 ; number of artisan tenants 
displaced, 137. Altogetherj[6o9 buildings have been removed since the 
operations of the scheme began. 


“Crimps” on Board Ships. 

Cheepma ‘ Barnett,. who described himself as an outfitter’s agent, was 
charged at the Southwark police-court yesterday with being unlawfully on 
board the ship Hazel Holme at Hayes’s Wharf, Tooley-street, and refusing to 
leave. Charles Leathwaite, an officer of the Board of Trade, stated that on 
the arrival of the Hazel Holme from China he went on board and found 
the prisoner on deck. Knowing him to be a crimp he ordered him 
to leave. The prisoner refused, stating that he was invited on board by 
the carpenter, and that the mate had allowed him to remain. Witness 
spoke to the mate, when the latter said, “ Had I known him to be a 
crimp, I would not have allowed him on board,” and ordered him to 
leave. As he refused to do so, witness gave him into custody. Mr. Strong, 
who represented the Board of Trade, observed that this case was the first under 
the new Act that gave the Board of Trade power to give the crimps into- 
custody instead of summoning as hitherto, and he did not press for the full 
penalty. Mr. Slade ordered the prisoner to pay a fine of£io, and £2 2s. costs,, 
allowing him to find bail and pay the amount in a fortnight. 


Do Salmon Spawn in the Sea? 

According to a Scotch correspondent, Professor Huxley has written to 
Mr. Douglas Johnston, a fishmonger at Montrose, thanking him for sending a 
beautifully marked salmon smolt, six inches long, taken from the stomach of a 
whiting caught at the deep sea fishing two miles off the Forfarshire coast. 
Professor Huxley describes the capture as “ interesting and novel.” It raises 
the question whether salmon spawn in the sea or not, and is said to be the first 
case of the kind heard of on the Scotch east coast.

The Standard asserts that there is absolutely no foundation for the 
statement that the despatch of a joint army to Egypt has been proposed to 
this country by the French Government, and is now under the consideration 
of the Cabinet. “The rumour probably originated in the circumstance that, 
shortly after the accession of M. Gambetta to office, a joint Note, covering 
substantially the same ground as that taken in the published despatch of Lord 
Granville, was addressed to the Khedive by the Governments of England and 
France.” __ 


NEWS FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 

THE TRANSVAAL GOLD FIELDS. 

The Durban correspondent of the Standard states that the diggers upon the 
gold fields are preparing a protest against the action of the Transvaal 
Volksraad in granting to Mr. Benjamin a monopoly of the fields. The diggers 
state that in California and Australia diggers were always allowed to work tor 
themselves, and that in neither country dared the authorities have taken the 
step of confiscating the property of all and handing it to an individual. The 
diggers have formed a central committee, who have drawn up a petition protest¬ 
ing against the concession to Mr. Benjamin, and other proprietors have given the 
diggers notice not to sell or alienate mining rights, ana that none acquired after 
the 17th of November will be recognized. The Boers of the district, it is stated, 
sympathize with the diggers, and have joined in the protests against the action 
of the Volksraad. The diggers (the correspondent says) are determined to do 
their utmost to protect themselves from ruin, and it is quite possible that if the 
Government of the Transvaal insist upon carrying out this most unfair transac¬ 
tion serious trouble will arise. 

NATAL. 

Telegrams from Natal state that the appointment of Sir H. Bulwer as 
Governor of Natal gives general satisfaction, and is commented on as indicating 
the intention of the Home Government to deal with South African affairs in a 
reasonable and considerate manner. 

The Daily News correspondent atMaritzburg reports that a serious outbreak 
of enteric fever among the troops up country has taken place, especially at 
Newcastle. The outbreak is traced to the fouling of the watercourses. 

PONDOLAND. 

Some news from Pondoland is given in a Standard telegram. Uquikela, 
the paramount chief, has been dangerously ill for some time, but is now 
recovering. He has been attended by a European doctor who practises in his 
district. Uquikela has sent out parties to search for Umhlondla, the murderer 
of the magistrate Mr. Hope, who is reported to be trying to make his escape 
into Basutoland. It is believed that he will be captured. Uquikela is shortly 
going to send a mission to England to plead his claim to the possession of the 
mouth of St. John’s River, which was occupied by the Cape authorities, and is 
now held by Imperial troops. _ 


THE COMMISSARIAT IN AFGHANISTAN.—A CASE FOR 
INQUIRY. 

The Indian papers received this week publish a report of a coroner’s' inquest 
on the body of a non-commissioned officer attached to the Commissariat, who 
was killed by being knocked down by a buggy as he was about to enter a 
tram-car in Bombay. In the room of the deceased a European constable found 
4,270 rs. in currency notes and the right halves of two currency notes for 100 rs. 
each, and ^35 in Bank of England notes, and three bills of exchange 
drawn upon the firm of Messrs. Grindlay, Groom, and Co., in England, for 
^496, ^123, and £65. Besides these notes and bills the deceased had a good 
kit, and was said to have some bank accounts in other than his own name. 
This unexpected revelation of the wealth of a non-commissioned officer, the 
Bombay Gazette says, “ seems to us to suggest at least the wisdom of 
inquiry, if not the necessity for a searching investigation. The sergeant, 
it is stated, had just returned from Afghanistan—a very poor country. 
VVe have been informed confidentially that he made Rs. 50,000 during six 
months’ tenure of an appointment in the Commissariat at Chaman, and that 
he had feathered his nest the le ast successfully of other employes of the depart¬ 
ment in Afghanistan—one man on a salary of Rs. 100 or Rs. 150 a month 
having ‘saved’ two lakhs of rupees, two others one and a half lakh each, and 
so on. But such allegations must be received, of course, with a certain degree 
of caution.” _ 


OUTRAGES IN IRELAND. 

A farmer named Cullmane died on Tuesday night from the effects of 
injuries inflicted on him near Kil, county Waterford. He was returning, a few 
days ago, from Waterford, in the evening, and when about two miles from 
home three men stopped his horse, dragged him out of the cart, robbed him, 
and kicked him in a brutal manner. 

Joseph Huddey, a bailiff of Lord Ardilaun, and his grandson went into the 
mountains of the Joyce country, Connemara, on Tuesday, to serve writs, and 
they have not since been heard of. The writs have been found scattered along 
the roads and passes. The police have gone through the country, and one 
arrest has been made. It is believed that both the man and boy have been 
murdered, and their bodies thrown into a bog. 

A bailiff, who went the other day to serve ejectment notices in the barony 
of South Raphoe, was attacked by an armed mob and severely beaten. He 
was hunted into a house, and was not released until he gave up the writs and 
promised to serve no more. 

On Tuesday night, at Tullamore, Mr. Robert J. Mooney was fired at while 


driving home from Prospect railway station. He had been to the i 
meeting in Dublin. Three shots were fired, but without effect. 

An armed party on Tuesday night fired into the house of a scripture read tt 
named Feeney, at Mygownagh, county Mayo. Several balls and slugs iv at 
afterwards found in and about the house. Five men have been arrested. T1e 
house of a farmer at Carnavon, five miles from Claremoms, was fired into 
night by a party of armed and disguised men. The farmer had recently pa j d 

hlS About 150 poachers, while fishing in Gurteen River, Mayo, on Tuesday 
night, were disturbed by water bailiffs. The latter, however were compelled 
to flee, after one of them had been severe y beaten. A similar incident is 
reported on the River Emy. Three water bailiffs were attacked by a band of 
aimed men, and one of the bailiffs, an old man, was so severely injured that

THE LANDLORDS’ MEETING IN DUBLIN. 

A letter appears in the Irish Times from Mr. Given, M.P., and Mr. 
Dickson, M.P., Ulster members, in which they say that at the landlords’ 
meeting in Dublin speakers of position did not hesitate to misrepresent the 
conduct of the Government and impugn the framers of judicial Acts with the 
view of misleading English opinion and laying grounds for attacks in Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Statements were made which the tenants cannot permit to remain unanswered. Inves. 
tigation will show that the administration of the Land Act has been as a rule more favour¬ 
able to the landlord than to the tenant; and in our opinion protest ought to proceed from 
those whose improvements have not been adequately recognized in accordance with the 
plainly expressed intention of the Act, and whose rents have consequently been fixed at a 
standard which includes, and thus hands over to the landlord, that which justice and law 
declare to be the property of the tenant. 

The case of the tenants must be kept before the country, and this cannot be better 
done than by holding a representative public meeting in the Music Hall, Belfast, say on 
Friday, 26th January. The Tenant Right Association, which organized and carried oat 
the important and successful meeting of March last, will, we are sure, take the arrange 
rnent for the meeting we now suggest into their hands, and we shall gladly be present 
and render our aid in making it practical and useful.

THE DUBLIN CORPORATION AND MR. PARNELL. 

The legality of the resolution of the Dublin Corporation to confer the 
freedom of the City upon Mr. Parnell and Mr. Dillon is about to be tested by 
the opponents of that step in the Council. Yesterday notice was given that a 
mandamus will be applied for to quash the vote of the Council, on the ground 
that the clause in the Corporation Act which requires that no one who is not a 
burgess can receive the freedom of the city has not been repealed, and that 
neither Mr. Parnell nor Mr. Dillon*is a burgess. 


SEIZURE OF ARMS IN IRELAND. 

The Kilrush constabulary yesterday discovered in a box being shipped in 
the Limerick steamer twenty Martini-Henry rifles, twenty sword bayonets, and 
4co rounds of ball cartridge. The aims were consigned to Mr. Michael Glynn, 
J.P., but he says he knows nothing whatever about them. 

The two men named Whelan, at whose premises in Dublin a large number 
of arms was seized, and an ex-American soldier named Ryan, have been released 
frem custody and have been again arrested and committed to gaol, upon the 
Lord Lieutenant’s warrant under the Coercion Act. 


THE CANONBU RY COLLISION.—VERDICT OF THE JURY. 

The inquest respecting the deaths caused by the Canon bury collision was 
concluded yesterday at the coroner’s court, Holloway, before Dr. Danford 
Thomas. The coroner, in summing up, said there could be no doubt that 
Hovey, the signalman at the Great Northern box, made a great mistake, 
and committed a grave error of judgment. He pointed out that the 
evidence of Hills as to the distant signal being at danger and as to Hovey 
showing a green flag was contradicted by the engine-drivers and guards, ana 
the jury would have to decide as to this conflicting evidence. 

The jury were absent for an hour and forty minutes, and then gave it 
as their opinion that the collisions were the direct result of the unautho¬ 
rized mode of working the trains introduced by Hovey, the Great Northern 
signalman, who committed a grave error in judgment, although the signals given 
by Hills, the North London Company’s signalman, were superfluous. The intro¬ 
duction ofithe words “ permissive block ” into the code was calculated to mislead 
and give a false impression to one not used to working this system, and they 
recommended that these words should be at once expunged. They also made 
several suggestions for the safer working of the traffic. With regard to the 
up-distant signal worked from Canonbury Junction, the jury were of opinion 
that it was against the drivers of the four trains. 


THE MURDER AND SUICIDE AT MARYLEBONE. 

THE INQUEST. 

The inquest respecting the deaths of Robert Saunders, aged sixty, 
Louisa Humphries, aged fifty, a charwoman, of 5, Newnham-street, Edgware* 
road, was held yesterday at the Buffalo’s Head Tavern, Marylebone-roaa, 
before Mr. Danford Thomas, the coroner for Central Middlesex. Mrs. Mary 
Jane Saunders, the widow of the deceased man Saunders, said that on 
Saturday afternoon she, her husband, and Humphries had tea together, 
and witness asked Humphries to go out for some errands. As she went 
towards the door witness heard a report, and Humphries at the same time feh- 
Saunders had a revolver in his hand. Witness then grappled with her husband- 
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ar.d got the revolver from him, but he took it again and then pointed it towards her. 
She ran out into the street, and then heard another report. She went off to 
Dr. Waller’s, and upon her return was told that her husband was dead. She 
had been married thirty years, and her husband had generally had good health, 
but lately was depressed about money matters. She had never seen any 
revolver in his possession. He was a very sober man. (To the jury :) There 
was a conversation with regard to the Sunday’s dinner, and her husband said 
he did not want to have too large a joint. Saunders had never threatened her 
in his life. Both the charwoman and herself were on good terms with 
Saunders. After some further evidence as to the finding of the bodies, 
Dr. Waller described the nature of the wounds. Mrs. Saunders (recalled) said 
that one or two leases of houses which deceased possessed had fallen in lately, 
but he was in no immediate want, though his income had been reduced by it. 
The coroner summed up, and the jury at once returned a verdict to the effect 
that Saunders, while of unsound mind, murdered the woman Humphries and 
then committed suicide. _ 

EXPLOSIONS OF GAS.—A FATAL RESULT. 

An explosion of gas in a draper’s shop in Gell-street, Sheffield, yesterday 
morning set fire to the premises. There were at the time seven persons 
sleeping in the house. The flames spread rapidly from the store-room, in 
which the fire broke out, along the staircase, and soon cut off all communication 
with the bedrooms. Two men named Brookfield and Powell managed by the 
aid of a ladder to save two children from the flames, but a third, who slept in 
the garret, could not be reached, although gallant attempts were made to 
save her. 

An alarming explosion of gas occurred at Brymbo Hall, near Wrexham, the 
seat of Mr. Osborne Morgan, M.P., yesterday morning. About seven o’clock, 
two of the servants entered a room at the back of the kitchen with alight, when 
an explosion took place, doing great injury to the woodwork in the room and 
burning the two servants in a shocking manner. 


Death of Mr. Bernal Osborne. 

Mr. Ralph Bernal Osborne died last night at Bestwood Lodge, near Notting¬ 
ham, the seat of his son-in-law, the Duke of St. Albans. Mr. Osborne, who 
was born m 1812, was the son of Mr. Ralph Bernal, formerly M.P. for 
Rochester, and Chairman of Committees in the House of Commons. He 
was educated at the Charterhouse and at Trinity College, Cambridge. 
He held a commission for a time in the 71st Light Infantry, and after¬ 
wards in the Royal Fusiliers, and on retiring from the army entered Parlia¬ 
ment for Wycombe in 1841. He subsequently sat for Middlesex, Dover, 
Liskeard, Nottingham, and Waterford. From December, 1852, to February, 
1S5S, he was Secretary to the Admiralty. In 1844 the deceased gentleman 
married Catharine Isabella, daughter and heiress of Sir Thomas Osborne, 
33 art., of Newtown Anner, county Tipperary, and The Kincor, county Water¬ 
ford, when he assumed the name of Osborne in lieu of his patronymic. He 
was deputy-lieutenant and justice of the peace of the counties of Waterford 
ar.d Tipperary__

The Employers’ Liability Act. 

A case under the Employers’ Liability Act was heard at the Manchester 
County Court yesterday. A moulder named Thomas Edwards sued Mr. W. F. 
Limn, ironfounder, Ancoats, to recover ,£273, being three years’ wages at the 
rate of 35J. a week, on account of injuries received by him while working in the 
employ of Mr. Dunn as a moulder. The defendant offered ;£io and costs on 
the scale. The judge remarked that the Employers’ Liability Act was not 
intended to promote litigation, but to avoid it by bringing the parties together 
ar.d enabling them to settle their claims out of court. In the present case the 
claim was a preposterous one. The offer of the defendant was accepted. 


The Alleged Libel on a Musical Conductor. 

At Eow'-street police-court yesterday, the hearing of the summons against a 
German musician, named Gustave Kuhlney, for publishing an alleged libel on 
Mr. Carl Meyder, of the Adelphi Theatre, was proceeded with. At the con¬ 
clusion of the evidence, Mr. Flowers suggested a consultation between 
the legal gentlemen in the case, with a view of obtaining a satisfactory 
apology. This course was adopted, and Mr. Goldberg, on behalf of the 
defendant, said that his client had written the letter complained of upon 
what had been stated by persons who might have been enraged against 
Mr. Meyder. He now withdrew most unreservedly everything that had been 
said reflecting upon Mr. Meyder’s character, and tendered the most ample 
apology.

Mr. Bradlaugh and Perpetual Pensions. 

Mr. Bradlaugh, M.P., speaking at Accrington last evening, said his motion 
in favour of an inquiry into perpetual pensions had been so favourably received 
by the country that already 1,012 petitions, representing 275,000 signatures, 
had been presented to Parliament—a larger number than had ever supported 
an independent member in any such similar motion. If the money paid in pen¬ 
sions had been invested at the usual interest paid to Government stock, it 
wcukl have amounted to ^4,cco,ooo,cco. 


French Teaching in England. 

A conference of teachers of the French language in England will be held 
in London on the 12th, 13th, and 14th inst., under the auspices of the Societe 
Nationale des Professeurs de Frangais en Angleterre, the object of which is to 
raise the standard of French teaching in the United Kingdom, mid to provide 
annuities and retiring pensions to teachers. The programme of the society has 
received the adhesion of most of the principal French teachers m England, and 
is warmly supported by M. Victor Hugo, the honorary president, and by 
M. Gambettn, who is a member of the honorary committee, which also 


includes MM. Paul Bert, Challemel-Lacour, Ernest Renan, Alexandre Dumas, 
Edmond About, Louis Blanc, E, Legouvd, and other eminent Frenchmen. 
Delegates will attend the Congress from all parts of the United Kingdom. 


An Officer Shot by a Sentry. 

A private letter published in an Indian paper from Peshawar states that Major 
Dixon, R.H.A., was returning home from the Artillery mess, and on his way 
had to pass the house occupied by Colonel Birch, commanding 35th N.I., over 
which there was a guard from that regiment. The sentry states he challenged 
Major Dixon three times, but, receiving no reply, fired, and one of the pellets of 
the buckshot cartridge, with which the sentry’s rifle was loaded, hit Major 
Dixon in the back. The wound was not considered dangerous. 


Female Missionaries to India. 

The Bombay Guardian rem arks on the number of single ladies who are 
arriving in India to engage in zenana and mission school work. By the last 
mail steamer eight ladies from America, unattended by a gentleman, arrived, 
and proceeded the same day to Allahabad, where they would separate, some 
going to the North-West, others to Calcutta. 

Punishing a Refractory Pupil. 

The Rev. Thomas Bramley, Head Master of Colle’s Grammar School, 
Lewisham-hill, was charged at the Greenwich police-court yesterday with 
assaulting a pupil. The lad, it appeared, was refractory, and for this he was 
caned. The magistrate dismissed the summons and said the punishment 
inflicted, although severe, was not excessive, and he considered it right that 
head masters should be at liberty to chastise for misconduct those whom they 
were training. _ ' 

The Electric Light in Liverpool. 

At a meeting of the Liverpool City Council yesterday a letter was read from 
the company which recently undertook to light certain streets by electricity 
asking for a modification of the arrangements between them and the corpora¬ 
tion. The method hitherto pursued of carrying wires overhead from lofty lamp: 
posts had proved a failure. The company now proposed to lay the wires under 
ground. On the recommendation of the Watch Committee the proposition 
was declined. ___ 

Collision on the Midland Railway. 

A railway collision occurred near Leeds last night. As the Midland train 
due from Bradford at 9.15 p.m. was running near the Leeds Junction, a short 
distance fron the station, it came into collision with an empty passenger train 
standing on the incoming line. Three women in the Bradford train had their 
noses fractured, and other passengers were severely shaken. Both engines 
were overthrown. __ 

Suicide in a Public-house. 

A man named Walker, a hawker in Deptford-, yesterday entered a public- 
house in Greenwich and asked for a glass of hot whisky and water. Before 
drinking it he put into it a white substance, which was thought to be a lump of 
sugar. He shortly afterwards became ill, and died in front of the bar. 


A Remarkable Confession. 

A remarkable confession has been made by a Staffordshire farmer named 
Brooks a few hours before his death. Two years ago he charged two neigh¬ 
bours with having inflicted serious wounds upon him, and at the assizes they 
were sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude. Brooks has now confessed that 
the wounds were self-inflicted in the hope of obtaining blackmail from the 
accused. __

graduates of the Calcutta University to the Royal Agriculture College at 
Chichester. Baboos Brojobullub Dutt, M.A., and Greesh Chunder Bose, M. , 
are the successful candidate for the ensuing year. The former is the neaa 
master of the Sreedhur Bungsheedhur School at Nawabgunge, and is the Gold 
Medallist of 1880 in Physical Science, and the latter is a lecturer on Chemistry 
at the Cuttack College. An allowance of £200 a year-tenable for wo and a_haIf- 
years—will be granted to each of these candidates, and an outfit allowance or 
i,cco rs. has also been sanctioned to each of them.

Pabis, Wednesday,—I ntelligence from Egypt afcafcaa 
(hat Ar&bi Bey has been called by Cherif Pasha fco the 
post ol Under Secretary for War, 

The Paris correspondent of the Th$es writes: —Some 
pereotiB profess to be shocked at an indiscretion they 
attribute to me in communicating to you the under¬ 
standing between Branca and England respautiug a 
collective or identical note to be addressed by them to 
the Khedive. The information was given me a fortnight 
ago, on condition that it should not be divulged till the 
proper moment; for almost immediately after the 
amission of the GauiboUa Cabinet, the two protecting 
Powers felt the necessity of comiDg to an understanding 
in order to save Egypt from the calamity of prcmuncia* 
meufcoB, to arrest in a prompt and effective manner the 
constant and mysterious action of the Porte, to give the 
Khedive liberty of action, and to restore to Egypt her 
comparative independence. It was indeed high time 
that the tardiness imported into the negotiations botweeu 
France and England by the political uncertainties of 
the lost Cabinet, by the general, election, and by the 
agitation which succeeded ifc should give place to a 
prompt decision, and that Egypt should no longer be 
abandoned to internal disturbance originating outside 
Egypt. Ifc is only fair to M. Gambefcta to say that he 
speedily posted himself up in the situation, and 
with hia natural sagacity perceived > that no more time 
must be lost, and that, the joint action of the two Powers 
being deemed necessary and beneficial by both, every 
requisite effort should be made for the speedy exercise of 
that action, After the first negotiations ou the subject, 
therefore, with the British ambassador and some Engliih 
statesmen, he himself, with the view of an accord 
between the intentions of England aud those imposed by 
cirtuojfitanceB on the French Government, drew up a 
draft of instructions to be addressed to the French arid 
the English agents at Cairo. This draft was forwarded 
some days ago to London, and it was expected, indeed, 
that the project, beiug very intelligently conceived, and 
combining prudence with energy and resolution, would 
be promptly eent back with the adhesion of tho English 
Government, Some per3one who by their position were 
naturally acquainted with these negotiations deemed it 
advisable to keep this understanding as secret us possible. 
Unfortunately, the secret was not so profoundly kept but 
that other Cabinets little disposed to facilitate the task 
of France and England havofor some days had a more or 
less accurate idea ol it. I think Imightaven affirm that the 
Porte Wes nob the last to be informed, not, indeed, by itd 
direct representatives at Paris or London, but through & 
more indirect channel, aud one, perhaps, more calculated 
to imprers Ilio Ottoman Government, This ha3 baea 
evidenced by symptoms of a desire of other Powers to 
engage in negotiations on the Egyptian question, and ou 
the reorganising and pacifying influence to be exercisod 
in Egypt. It was thereupon deemed that the delibera¬ 
tion with which the English Cabinet soemed diapered to 
coi:rider the draft instructions exposed the two Powers 
to tendencies to outside interference, which might be so 
speedily evinced as t.o anticipate the publication of the 
instructions to their respective consuls. It was, there* 
foie, cnnisifhred both more adroit and more straightfor¬ 
ward at once to inform the public of the accord being 
prepared and doubtless at this moment arrived at 
between the two Powers specially protecting Egypt, 
The communication addressed to you on Sunday, so far, 
therefore, from being an indiscrotion, was the deliberate 
result of a well-inspired purpose, proving that Frauca 
and England, with a consciousness of the duty incum¬ 
bent upon them towards Egypt, were resolved to act in 
conceit, ond, by adequate intervention, secure that 
country the peace it needs, 

As to the meons to be employed, I believe there is not 
yet entire agreement on tno details, but it ie already 
certain that the estimates of the number of troops 
necessary have been much exaggerated. It is not a goes- 
tion of 20,000 men; indeed,, it is scarcely a question of 
more than showing the united flags of Franco aud Eng¬ 
land in Egypt to ensure the desired pacification, But it 
being always requisite in finch cases fco provide even for 
improbabilities, the conviction is that a landing corps of 
6 CC 0 or 8000 men, at most, will be amply sulMeut to 
check any renewed attempt to put in force the pronun» 
ciamento theories which seem to have infected certain 
military minds in Egypt, An occupation, however 
reduced and limited, could not, of course, take place 
without the concent and even the request of the Khedive, 
and any unwillingness on either eide as to the cessation 
of such occupation ie thought to be diapelled by England 
Bending troops from India, which are already in perfect 
readiness, and by France sending French murines. The 
former could not long remain out of India, aud the 
latter could not without serious inconvenience ba long 
withdrawn from the fleet to which they belong. For the 
present, moveover, it is only a question of instruction a fco 
the consult: and of an identical Note to tho Khedive, 
which alone- will ba sufficient to stop the attempts at 
mutiny, to restore the Khedive’s authority and energy, 
and to release him from any external influence contrary 
to Franco-Fug] ish action.

Mr. Bence Jones writes to the Times accusing Lord Monck of 
special pleading, technical quibbling, and suppression of facts.

Thru, 
in referring to what Sir R. Griffith “ said or wrote ” concerning 
the percentage which should 'be added to his valuation in order 
to ascertain the fair letting -value, he says, “ This is sometimes said to 
have been 25 per cent, sometimes 30, sometimes 33 1-3 per cent.”

VVhen the Irish correspondent of the Times brings himself to send to 
England a paragraph in favour of the tenants it is desirable to secure for 
it a greater publicity than can be obtained by its appearance in the 
midst of a column and a half of other and less important 
notes. This morning brings the tidings of three arrangements 
of rents effected before a county court at Naas which seem worthy 
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f especial notice. By the consent of landlord and tenant one rent 
Ls been judicially lowered from ^39 to ^33 45.5 another has been 
reduced from ^ 3 8 to I0S - 6d - i an d a third has been lowered on 
* old rent of ^25. Three rents, amounting in the aggregate to .£102, 
Lve therefore been reduced to ,-£75 14 $., and the landlords have thus 
acknowledged that their tenants have hitherto been paying rather more 
than 25 per cent, too much for their holdings. At the meeting 
of Ulster tenant-farmers at the end of this month, the question of com¬ 
pensation for payment of excessive rents in past years might well form a 
subject for discussion. _ 

It is satisfactory to have official assurance that there is no intention of 
demolishing Newgate after all. Prisoners are no longer to be detained there' 
m the intervals between the sessions, but only for purposes of convenience 
during the sessions. In future all prisoners for trial at the Central Criminal 
Court trill be committed to Clerkenwell, whence at the commencement 
0 f the sessions they will be removed to Newgate Prison, there to be 
detained until they are disposed of. The authorities do not intend to pull 
down cr to alter the prison buildings. For those who care for sound and 
striking architecture this is a good hearing. Considering the purposes of 
ihe budding, there is no more true and effective a p iece of architectural 
design in all London than the strong, black, merciless, an d sinister front 
of Newgate. _ 


A description of the anti-Jewish riots in Warsaw which appears in 
the Adlmnc'me Zeitung is all the more valuable because it comes 
direct from an eye-witness in that city (thus avoiding the suspicious 
route via Vienna), and because the tone, of the writer is that of 
a cool-headed observer. If this correspondent is to be trusted, 
the following facts, which in other quarters also are slowly emerging 
from the mass of excited and conflicting rumours, may now be 
regarded as beyond dispute, The first account of the fatal panic 
; n ° the church of the Holy Cross, which attributed it to an alarm 
raised by Jewish pickpockets in order to effect their own escape, 
is a fiction; many circumstances of the popular outbreak point to 
premeditation; the riots lasted three whole days. Not till the third 
day did the authorities, whether from inadequacy of force or from unwil¬ 
lingness to act without direct orders from St. Petersburg, make every 
endeavour to quell the fury of the mob. When at last they did so the 
arrests made were both numerous and indiscriminate. At the lowest 
estimate the number of families rendered homeless amounts to some, 
though probably not to as many as six, thousands. The writer in the 
Allgemeine Zeitung concludes by showing how heavy _ a share of the 
guilt must be attributed to the newspapers, with their incessant and 
unscrupulous abuse of the Jews. The rebuke is one which might well 
be taken to heart by journalists in other countries besides Poland. 


When, by an unlucky slip of the pen, we accredited the Jewish 
Chronicle with the Christmas meditations of the Jewish World , we^ little 
thought what a vehement polemic would be thereby occasioned 
between the two organs of Jewish opinion. The Jewish Chronicle last 
week publicly repudiated with pious horror all responsibility for its 
contemporary's taunts ; and this week both of them are waging a vigorous 
controversy as to how controversies should be conducted. We have no 
desire to plunge into the strife we have so unwittingly provoked; but we 
■must honestly say that to our thinking the evident timorousness and dread 
of plain, rough speaking which is shown by the Jewish Chronicle is a much 
more painful reflection upon English Christianity than the somewhat 
truculent but racy assaults of the Jewish World. The latter only added 
to its exposition of evils which every intelligent Christian deplores, a 
glorification of its own creed, which is surely one of the most innocent 
privileges either of Jews, Christians, or idolators. 


Constantinople correspondents have preserved a curious silence 
concerning the trial which resulted in the condemnation of Mr. 
O’Donovan, the Merv Triumvir, to' six months’ imprisonment for 
having blasphemed the Sultan. A letter in the Gaulois supplies 
Ihe lacking information:—On the 20th of December, Mr. 
O’Donovan went to a cafe after dinner with some friends, where 
regardless of the presence of Osman Pasha’s aide-de-camp and 
two other officers, he held forth with much vehemence on the short¬ 
comings of the Turkish Government. It seems that he was smarting 
horn a rebuff administered to him that day by Osman Pasha w 0 
refused to see him after making an appointment for that purpose. At ter 
listening for some time to his tirades against the Government, the Turks 
present asked him to hold his peace and leave the cafe. A milee ensued, 
at the close of which Mr. O’Donovan found himself a prisoner m the 
hands of the zaptiehs, to be carried off to gaol. Next day he was released 
on bail, and the following day he was—in defiance of the capitulations, 
says the Gaulois —brought before the Turkish Correctional Tribunal. 
Witnesses swore that the irate Irishman had denounced the Sultan 
and Osman Pasha by name as thieves, and had added that all 
Turks were thieves. Mr. O’Donovan denied that he had named 
h'-e Sultan, but admitted that as he was un peu parii he might have 
ceclared that all Turks were thieves. He was merely discussing, he said, 


the question of the Turkish debt. His plea did not prevail, for he was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. Next day however he was 
pardoned 011 condition that he left Constantinople immediately. 


The threats of the Pope to leave Rome are so far taken au sSrieux 
by the Italian papers that they are already discussing what should be 
done when there is no longer a prisoner in the Vatican. The Diritto 
maintains that Leo XIII. on his departure should be conducted 
to the frontier with sovereign honours, and that the Law of Guarantees 
should be maintained during his lifetime. On his death, it 
suggests the Government should take possession of the Vatican and 
instal its own Pope. The Popolo Romano says the Pope, by the Law 
of Guarantees, is free to come and to go. If he goes, ,the Law 
of Guarantees is not abrogated by the exercise of the- liberty 
it recognizes. Notwithstanding these discussions, the Italian Govern¬ 
ment does not believe the Pope will leave Rome, and it has good reason 
for its unbelief. _ < 


It is announced that the annual session of the City University, 
Gresham College, is about to begin. The prog ramme is varied, if not 
complete. The three professional studies, law, physic, and divinity, 
together with astronomy, geometry, rhetoric, and music, are the 
recognized elements of a liberal, or perhaps it ought to be 
called a conservative, education, as understood in the City: and the 
curriculum is so arranged that the student may without much incon¬ 
venience attend all the classes in all the subjects. By a weak concession 
to the prejudices of the time the lectures are now delivered in English. 
It would be pleasant to hear that Gresham College is doing some real 
educational work at last. For generations it has been, like most City 
institutions, little better than a caricature of the thing it professes to be. 
What the Corporation is to a real municipality that is Gresham College 
to a real university. The one is about to undergo the reform that has been 
too long delayed, and the other it may be hoped will not be forgotten. 


What monstrous blunders the omniscient person known as “ our own 
correspondent ” occasionally makes! Here is a telegram from Berlin in 
this morning’s Times, in which a pretended analysis of the German census 
puts down the population of Prussia at 13,414,866, “or between 
a quarter and a third of the whole,” and Bavaria at “two-and-a- 
half millions.” Why, where in heaven’s name can the remaining 
thirty millions of Germans be? We had thought that every school¬ 
boy knew that Prussia was more than half Germany. Even at 
the last census it numbered twenty-five millions out of forty-two, and 
Bavaria an additional ‘ five. It is, of course, easy to see how the 
Times correspondent stepped into this gigantic blunder. He was looking 
at the number of males cr females in the census instead of at that of the 
total population. People, no doubt, are not accustomed to think much when 
copying figures out of a Blue-book, but a specialist on Germany ought 
to have been startled into reflection when he found himself saying 
that almighty Prussia was little more than a quarter of the empire. 


The facts of the Glasgow Industrial School case have been placed 
on record in an action which was tried before the sheriff yesterday. The 
girl Park gave evidence of the flogging to which she was subjected, 
and other witnesses confirmed her statement that she was flogged naked, that 
she got about fifty lashes, was then put under a spray bath locked up 
for four days in a room where she had to lie on the floor, and fed on bread 
and water. The defendant, the matron of the school, virtually admits 
the case, except that she says the stripes did not exceed twelve; that the 
spray bath was administered for “sanitary purposes; that the bread 
and water diet was a mistake, which she corrected as soon as sue 
heard of it; and that if the girl was flogged naked it was because 
her “clothing fell off in the struggle.” Miss Wallaces evidence 
fully justifies the outcry that was made about the case in Glasgow. 
As to the action in the sheriff-court, nothing can be said at preset, as the 
sheriff has taken time to consider his verdict, the postponement ban, 
doubtless due, not to the difficulties of the case, for there are none but to 
the habitual caution of the Scotch tribunals in dealing with questions

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PROGRAMME OF THE EGYPTIAN 
NATIONAL PARTY. 

Arabi Bey, the leader of the so-called Egyptian 
National party, has sent to the Times a document con¬ 
taining a full exposition of the views and purposes of the 
pasty of which he has become the leader, Some of the 
principal passages iu this manifesto are as follows ; The 
National party of Egypt accept the existing'relations of 
Egypt with the Porte as the basis of their move¬ 
ment. At the same time they are firmly deter¬ 
mined to defend their national rights. and privi¬ 
leges, and to oppose by every means in their power the 
attempts of those who would reduce Egypt again to the 
condition of a Turkish pashalik. They trust in the 
protecting Powers of Europe, und especially ni England, 
to continue their guarantee of Egypt’s administrative 
independence. The National party express then- con¬ 
tinued loyal allegiance to the person of the reivning 
Khedive, so long as he shall rule in accordance 
with justice and the law, and in fulfilment of his 
promises made to the people of Egypt in Sep¬ 
tember, 1881, They declare, howover, their intention 
to permit no renewal of that despotic reign of injustice 
which Egypt lias so often witnessed, ami to insist upon 
tho exact execution of his promise of governing with a 
Council of Deputies and giving the country freedom. 
The party recognise the European Control as a necessity 
of their financial position, and the present continuance 
of it ns the best guarantee of their prosperity. 
They look, nevertheless, upon the existing order 
of tilings as in its nature temporary, and 
avow it as their hope gradually to redeem the country out 
of the hands of its creditors.

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THE EGYPTIAN BIDDLE. 


Egyptian news at present is little but a succes¬ 
sion of conundrums. Arabi Bey has, it seems, 
been made Under-Secretary for War; and the 
military incident is regarded as closed by his ap¬ 
pointment. The announcement has a singularly 
occidental appearance, and no surprise need be 
felt if, in a day or two, the whole story is de¬ 
nounced as apooryphal. If it be true, what 
becomes of that alarming military dictatorship 
which has hung like a thundercloud over Egyp¬ 
tian affairs ? That an under-secretaryship should 
convert Arabi from an agitator into a harmless 
offioial is perhaps not improbable ; but if. the 
army, which does not share his emoluments, is 
thus suddenly reduced to submission, it is clear 
that the dangers so eloquently descanted upon 
during these last weeks have been wholly imagi¬ 
nary. A Gambsttist organ energetically denies 
M. do Blowitz's account of negotiations concern¬ 
ing an Anglo-French interference; and, indeed, 
that arbiter of European destiny himself must 
perceive that it is scarcely worth while to move 
troops when the whole affair can he settled 
by throwing a trifling sop to Arabi Bey. This 
too complete and opportune demonstration 
that at least two Cabinets have been distressing 
themselves about nothing, will leave, however, 
the suspicion that the publio has not yet been 
told the truth about the oondition of Egyptian 
affairs. Meanwhile, Gordon Pasha Btates his 
views on the Egyptian question. Briefly, they 
are that Sherif Pasha is probably the only Egyp¬ 
tian Minister whose integrity iB unimpeachable; 
that it is ridiculous to expect any good thing from 
Tewfik, or any of the class to which he belongs ; 
and that troubles were always inevitable from 
the chaotic aud feeble nature of the system set 
up in Egypt by the Western Powers. As for the 
prosperity of Egypt, about which we hear so 
much, Gordon Pasha laughs at it. The finances, 
he admits, are prosperous under European man¬ 
agement, but the Egyptian people are as miser¬ 
able as before. Arabi Bey may be the humbug 
he is painted by some; bat at any rate his lead¬ 
ing ideas are enforced by this highly competent 
and independent witness. Tins oountry, so full 
of philanthropy where it is not called upon to 
meddle, at all, is actually exploiting Egypt for its 
own benefit, without any genuine regard for the 
Fellaheen. Its policy is fundamentally bad, aud 
its interest, as well as the morality it is fond of 
professing, demauds that it should make the en¬ 
couragement of a national party in Egypt its 
first aim.

Egyptian affairs have come to the front, again within 
the last few days, since the nomination of Arabi Bey to 
the post of Under-Secretary of State for War, and the j 
report of an Anglo-French convention for the purpose 
of supplying armed force to the Khedive in the event 
Df fresh military revolts. What the precise significa¬ 
tion of the appointment of this ringleader of the 
disaffected Colonels may be does not appear to be known 
here, but enough is ascertained to suspect the 
correctness of a Cairn telegram stating “that this 
nomination will put an end to all dissensions.” 
On the contrary, a more natural supposition is that, the 
man who has been strong enough to impose his will on 
the army and tbo Government will not shrink from 
making use of this force when his interests or ambition 
seem to require it. For in spito of tho correctness of 
the gallant Colonel’s programme, there is one essential’ 
3aw in it, viz., that his propositions emanate from 
e personage who hitherto has only signalised 
himself by a species of pronunciamento which tended 
to substantiate Pretorian rule for a. logal power. So 
that it can scarcely be regarded as a symptom of 
strength on tho pars of the ruler of Egypt when he 
has to seek the co-operation of a man of this sort. 

As to the proposed coercive treatment to be applied 
(n case of need to tho Cairo mutineers, it is considered 
likely that some such joint plan of action has boon 
sketched out as was arranged between Lord Salisbury 
and M. Waddington. When it had become necessary 
to get riel of Ismail Pasha, the late Khedive, on 
account of his act of presumption in dismissing his 
European Ministers, it was agreed, in case of resist¬ 
ance to make a naval demonstration with the support 
of Turkish troops. Tho English Secretary of State 
hesitated to put this formidable machinery in opera¬ 
tion, but on- tho pressure of liis French col¬ 
league, the consent of Groat Britain was obtained 
to a scheme which might have far out¬ 
stripped tho “abortive demonstration” aj> Duloigno. 
Fortunately, the energetic action of M. Tricoupi, the 
French Consul, dispensed with the necessity of recur¬ 
ving to force in tho deposition of Ismail. Should a 
similar stato of things recur, it would be out of tho 
question to look to Turkish forco to aid in the re¬ 
establishment of order, and so the work would have to 
be done by French and English soldiers, or not at all. 
But this Anglo-French condominium, as it is called, 
j resents a certain amount of difficulty, arising from 
national susceptibilities which, it is believed, exist more 
in circles of tho pres3 and the public than in the 
spheres of Government. At any rate, recent French 
Ministries have had nothing to complain of in the atti¬ 
tude cither of the present or past English Cabinet. 

France asks only ono thing—a fair and loyal execu¬ 
tion of tho Control regime existing in Egypt, which 
accords to neither nation a preponderance. It is 
sometimes said by remnants of the Jingo tribe, "If 
France keeps Tunis, we must take Egypt.” But there 
is ono vital objection to this easy mode of partition, 
viz., that other countries would not put up with it 
•Neither Italy, Austria, nor in all probability Germany, 
;vould sanction such a departure from the status juo. 
Italy is sufficiently aggrieved already on account of 
per exclusion from tho Control arrangoment in 
a land where her language forms the current exchange 
Df commercial transactions and logal procedure. 
Austria is not much better satisfied, as she claims a 
finger in the enmo pie, and her ex-Prosident of the 
Mixed Tribunals, Baron Lapenna, takes almost the 
sole credit to liimself of remodelling the judicial 
system of Egypt. So that if the Anglo-Fronch agree¬ 
ment falls to the ground there will be plenty of com- 
octitors to dispute the inheritance. Under these 
circumstances tho hope is expressed hero that the 
passing clouds now overhanging the two countries will 
soon blow over, and that a new form of cordial 
understanding will tafco tho place of recent mistrust 
and recriminations. _

The release of another briber gives occasion to the Standard to renew 
its mournful homilies on this subject. Once again we learn that while 
bribery is detestable, and though the Standard does not object to 
the sentences inflicted, the prisoners are no worse than many 
“judges, lords, and Ministers of State,” who, it is to be inferred, 
have not only bribed, but tried to mislead the course of justice 
as well. Then the bribers are all respectable members of society, 
and, what is more to the point, they are all ill. We are far 
from objecting to the release of prisoners in proper cases, on the ground 
of ill-health. Let the bribers on that score receive the same consideration 
as other prisoners, and no more. But that two of them should have been 
released within six weeks of the sentence is, we should suppose, a very 
unusual thing in prison history, and we must not assume too hastily with 
the Standard that respectable offenders are, as a matter of course, as much 
out of condition physically as they are morally. 


Dishonest persons trying to evade their just debts by forging receipts 
for them should at least take cave to affix stamps that were legally 
valid at the time of the alleged payments. The county court judge 
at Chester has cleverly detected a forgery of this kind by shrewdly 
observing that, though the receipt purported to have been signed on the 
6th of January last year, it had affixed to it one of the new Inland Revenue 
and postage stamps, which were not issued till the July following. The 
person who produced the receipt declared that the stamp was attached at the 
time the receipt was signed—clear evidence of course of forgery. The 
case is not a bad example of the quick perception developed in county 
court judges and other magistrates, who have to deal swiftly and single- 
handed with vast numbers of litigants, deficient it may be in honesty or 
intelligence, or both. 


English newspapers seem to find room only for long lists of outrages 
and refusals to pay rent. But in the Irish papers we find frequent 
testimonials to the friendly relations between landlords and tenants 
v.hi'h, if noticed occasionally by our own journals, would do some¬ 
thing to relieve the gloom of the picture with which we are daily 
presented.

It would perhaps be too much to expect enterprising journalists 
to rtfiain from turning a penny by sending to the papers the. letters 
of such lunatics as the poor creature whose strange behaviour at 
the Hawarden dinner brought him into the hands of the police. But 
surely the conductors of respectable papers in London and elsewhere 
might refuse to lay such rubbish before the public. No doubt the 
contents of a lunatic’s letter-bag are sometimes curious enough, but the 
publication of such profanities as those which figure in all ^our 
papers this morning could profitably be dispensed with. The 
probable effect of such publicity will be that Mr. Gladstone will 
be inundated for the next few days with letters of a similar out¬ 
rageous description from persons whom the Americans since Guiteau’s 
trial have begun to designate as “ cranks ”—that is to say, persons of dis¬ 
ordered mind, in whom the itch of notoriety supplies the lack of any 
higher ambition. Mr. Gladstone has already received thousands.of such 
effusions, and it is to be regretted that anything should be done to increase 
their number. 


It is not often that civilization receives any hint from South America, 
but the recent action of the city council of Rio de Janeiro contains a 
suggestion worth remembering. The butchers of Rio formed a ring for 
buying all the beef in the market at the lowest price and selling it at the 
highest. As they possess a very close monopoly, they fleeced the public 
so unmercifully that the city council at last interfered, bought and killed 
its own cattle, and sold the flesh by public auction. The butchers’ 
ring was broken, and Rio once more enjoys beef at reasonable rates. 
Monopolists who abuse their privileges in this country will do well to 
take warning by the fate of the butchers of Rio. But on the London 
water companies, for instance, hints are thrown away. 


The English commander on the East India station, Admiral Gore 
Jones, has been the leader in a demonstration which is greatly 
agitating French colonists and settlers in Madagascar. Admiral Jones, 
landing at the island, marched to the Royal residence, where he was 
cordially received by the Queen, spending a fortnight in. and around the 
capital. It is stated that the object of the Admiral’s visit was to arrange 
with the Queen a treaty which recognizes her as Sovereign of the whole 
of Madagascar. Not only so, but she has ordered 35,000 Remington rifles 
from England, France, and America, and when these arrive four or five : 
British ships will be sent to convey 35,000 Hovas to the west j 
coast to bring the semi-independent tribe there under subjection, and | 
make arrangements for directing all the west coast trade to the east. 
As the French have several trading stations on the west coast, they are 
naturally much excited and alarmed by the reported action of the English 
Admiral. Moreover, they claim that the Hova Queen has no jurisdiction 
over the west coast tribes, who are independent, and who at various 
times have presented stretches of their coast to France. We cannot 
conceive an English officer taking the action imputed to Admiral 
Gore Jones on his own responsibility; even if the report is accurate, j 
it appears to us that the best thing that could happen to Madagascar j 
would be the practical extension of the Queen’s jurisdiction over all the 
island, for, under her, eastern Madagascar has greatly prospered. Why 
cannot the people be left alone to work out their own civilization and 
English and French trade side by side in amity ? As might be expected, 
the plot is attributed to the “ machinations ” of the English missionaries. 


The forthcoming revival at the Vaudeville of “ The School for Scandal ” 
seems likely to be memorable in more than one respect.

ARREST OF THE BROTHER OF THE BEY OF TUNIS. 

I Taib Bey, brother of the Bey of Tunis, was arrested in his villa at Marsa on 
! Monday night, and taken under escort to the Bardo, where he is confined as a 
| prisoner. The Havas Agency gives the reasons for his arrest as follows 
| The Hey, convinced of Taib Bey’s proceedings, both at home and abroad, and of his 
gihrts io depose him, resolved on confining him. Taib Bey’s emissaries had been 
•raversing Tunis and rallying persons to his cause by promising them good posts on his 
accession lo power. He will be treated with all the consideration due to his birth. 

The Standouts correspondent, however, says that the real cause of Taib Bey’s 
ancst is matter of public notoriety :— 

When the French soldiers were engaged with the Krotimirs in April, M. Roustan 
was making all the necessary arrangements to secure the signature of the Treaty, 
fearing thin) at the last moment, the reigning Bey would take refuge on board some 
foreign war ship, and thus frustrate the prearranged plan. M. Roustan made 
naiuirai to Taib Bey, giving him to understand that he would place him on the throne, 
perilled he would sign the Protectorate Treaty. As in the end the reigning Bey 
signal the treaty, and Taib’s services were no longer required, M. Roustan abandoned 
him, and a good deal of ill-feeling has since existed between his brother and himself, 
fie in vain appealed to M. Roustan for protection against his own family. Taieb Bey 
then openly declared that a well-known lady, who has played an important part in the 
Tunisian question, offered to secure the throne to him if he (Taib Bey) would pay her 
one and a half million francs. M. Roustan never forgave this, and it is well known that 
the arrest has been effected at his instigation. 

In a later despatch the correspondent says :—M. Roustan lately pressed the 
Bey on several occasions to arrest his brother, but the Bey declined to assume 
the responsibility. On Monday M. Roustan informed the Bey that the French 
Government authorised him to take such a step. 


THE ANGLO-FRENCH TREATY. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times states that the French Cabinet 
discussed yesterday at great length the Anglo-French Treaty of Commerce. 
The ’negotiations, he says, are being carried on now at P-aris alone between 
Lord Lyons, M. Gambetta, and the Minister of Commerce. It wasthought the 
matter could thus be expedited by avoiding the delays necessarily resulting 
from carrying on the negotiations from a distance. The correspondent

The French Reform Bill.

M. Lockroy has brought in to the Revision Bill, It consists of one line “ It 
is necessary radically to revise the Constitutional laws of February and July, 
1875.” If the amendment is rejected, M. Naquet will propose three amend¬ 
ments— the first affirming the incompatibility of the functions of a Minister 
with the mandate of a deputy or a senator; secondly, the suppression of 
the right of dissolution ; and, thirdly, that the Senate should possess a suspen¬ 
sive veto.

THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS. 

The Daily News says :—“ Arabi Bey has paid a visit to the President 
of the Chamber of Notables, and has demanded that the Chamber shall 
insist upon its own Budget, and upon the principle of ministerial responsi¬ 
bility. Cherif Pasha, yielding to the military pressure exercised upon him 
through the Chamber, will probably give way. Otherwise a military revolt is 
expected. The situation is serious, and will doubtless engage the instant 
attention of the Government. The claims of the delegates to make 
laws and call Ministers to account are open to the same comment which 
we have made upon their financial requirements. It is difficult to see what 
a body like the Chamber exists for if not for some such purposes as these. 
A misunderstanding with France would be a great calamity; but it seems 
more likely to result from a prolongation than from a rupture of existing 
| arrangements. At all events, we trust that Ministers will be very careful not 
j to be led by specious repetitions of conventional pleas into ignoring or 
] thwarting any real scheme, however rudimentary, of national independence.” 

The Times says :—“ Mr. Bourke is anxious to know how the purely 
financial Control established by the late Government has developed into 
direct political interference. The answer surely must be that financial control, 
as representing the power of the purse, cannot be dissociated from other 
branches of internal administration, and that the present situation of England 
and France in Egypt is the direct consequence of the policy initiated by Lord 
Salisbury and the French Government, That policy, the only policy 
possible in the circumstances, must be pursued in future with discretion 
and firmness. There is no desire on our part to stifle Egyptian independence 
or to widen the area of our interposition in the affairs of the country. It 
I cannot be denied that matters have now reached a critical stage, requiring 
| great vigilance as well as caution and prudence on the part of the two 
! Powers primarily interested in the Control. It is necessary to guard against 
foreign intrigue, Turkish or other, and also to protect the Khedive against 
| military violence at home; but beyond the recognition of this necessity, which 
: has only lately arisen, the present Government has done little more than 
' carry out the policy left to it by its predecessors,” 

| The Morning Post asks if, "because a Conservative Government approved 
i the establishment of a joint financial control in Egypt, that is any excuse for 
the gratuitous despatch of a hollow and hectoring ‘Joint Note,’ offensive to 
; Sultan and Khedive alike, at the precise moment when the feeling among the 
army and the Notables required the utmost tact, consideration, and skill ?” 

LORD LYTTON AT MANCHESTER. 

The Times says:—“ It is far pleasanter and more instructive to listen to 
the Earl of Lytton giving an account of his Indian stewardship at Manchester 
than to follow the overstrained invective of his late address at Woodstock. 
As Viceroy of India he is chiefly known in this country as the reputed author 
of the Afghan war. That is a reputation which he cannot escape if he would, 
and, to do him justice, it does not appear that he has any inclination to escape 
it. Lord Lytton was far more impressive when he passed from matters of contro¬ 
versy, past and present, to a survey of the internal administration of India and 
of its present financial condition. On this subject he spoke with undisputed 
authority, and he had a most encouraging record of progress to show. If Lord 
Lytton was less convincing and instructive in his general survey of European 
politics than he was in his remarks on India, it was partlybecause he approached 
the subject from a party point of view, and partly, perhaps, because he 
1 has not yet unlearnt the habits of suspicion and apprehension natural to a 
diplomatist.” 

The Standard says“ Lord Lytton’s speech at Manchester last evening 
| was a sensible and statesmanlike address on a subject which, unfortunately, 

I does not at the present moment excite general interest. There was little. 
! in Lord Lytton’s speech of last night of a controversial, and almost 
nothing of a party character. Both his countrymen and the people 
j of India will, in the long run, associate his name less with an 
| unavoidable and successful, if costly, campaign, than with the equaliza- 
i tion of the salt tax, and with that initial repeal of the cotton 
duties which will inevitably lead to their entire overthrow and confer 
upon India in regard to this country the advantages of free trade. These 
are what constitute the unquestioned claims of Lord Lytton’s Viceroyalty to 
respect and approval; and for these it will be remembered when party 
clamour has died away. On the whole, Lord Lytton’s speech was as credit¬ 
able to his judgment as to his patriotism and eloquence. It was in many ol 
its passages a contribution to that science of constructive statesmanship which 
received insufficient recognition from him on the occasion of his last appear* 
ance before a public audience.” 


A LOCAL ESTIMATE OF MR. COWEN’S SPEECH. 

The Shields Gazette (L.) says :—“ The first half of Mr. Cowen’s speech was 
such as to lay deep and solid the foundations of a Radical programme of future 
legislation. He stood before his audience a true representative of philoso¬ 
phical Radicalism. The main result was to establish between himself and 
the Liberals of the north a common meeting ground which is untouched by 
the passions of the moment, and is in harmony with the mam principles 
of the Liberal faith. On the Irish question he was in opposition, as 
he was on the Eastern Question. The impress.on grows that ns 
will always be so, if not on one question, then on another. When 
people have thoroughly realized the feet that they have a comet and 
not P a planet to deal with, their upbraiding will cease, and probably some 
influence will fail and utterances will be treated as those of an indiv idual 
merfv who bears no responsibility, and not as those of a statesman burdened 
by a sense of tts practical difficulty and the grave issues of public affairs. 



It is not an unworthy, although it is an easy part to play in itself. Vte have 
no harsh word for Mr. Cowen’s choice. But we must combat his utterances 
or. the Irish question all the same. In making than he overlooks the most 
vital part of the problem he lias to solve. The coercive policy of the Govern¬ 
ment may have been right or wrong. It was the only possible policy m the 
circumstances. Mr. Cowen’s wild eloquence as to Government cruelty » 
strongly misplaced. He received a great ovation and a vole of conndence. It 
must not be gathered from this that Newcastle distrusts tl.e Government.

THE CRISIS IN SERVIA. 

“ O K ” explains, in the Contemporary Review, the cause of the crisis in 
Servia which resulted from the deposition of Archbishop Michael The Arch¬ 
bishop, she maintains, is standing; up for the independence of the Church 
against the interference of the State in refusing to recognize a tax imposed by the 
present Ministry upon the spiritual offices of the Church, which the Orthodox 
maintain is “ levying a tax upon the .gifts of the Holy Ghost.” The article, 
tvhich is hardly calculated to allay the excitement existing in the Balkan 
against Austro-Hungary, protests against Austrian domination at Belgrade ; 
jtnd declares that nothing can destroy the innumerable moral, links which bind 
the hearts of the greatest to those of the least of Slavonic peoples. The 
sensation in Russia is said to be profound at the prospect of Servia becoming 
the avant-garde of the Hapsburg in the Balkan Peninsula. From such fate she 
may still be saved by the energetic action of her Church and people, and the 
whole Slavonic world awaits with anxiety the result of the trial. 


“THE NEW PALLADIUM.” 

The Liverpool Post (L.) says “ The Times is so distressed by the 
prospects of the country that it conjures the Liberal majority not to test their 
power too severely by imposing the cloture in its crudest form upon the 
House of Commons. What the cloture in its crudest form may be we are 
not quite clear ; but if the Times considers it would be a safeguard to the 
country or a relief to the embarrassments of the Ministry to make the cloture 
depend uDon a vote of three-fourths or two-thirds of the House, we can only 
say we should regard - such a proposal as worse than nugatory, and as 
establishing permanently all the evils and vexations of the urgency system. 
That system could never be depended on except to pass a coercion measure 
foY Ireland or to prosecute a war. These are the only subjects on which 
three-fourths, or even two-thirds, of the House of Commons are ever so 
determined as to be likely to extinguish liberty of speech in order to press 
business forward.” 

The Manchester Courier (C.) says « If the cloture, by a simple 
majority, is adopted, the House of Commons will no longer continue a 
deliberative body, but a mere contrivance for registering the will of the 
dominant party. " The mere suggestion of such a thing shows the absurdity of 
the pretension of the Liberals that they are the party of progress. A more 
retrograde movement than the adoption of the cloture has not been suggested 
by any politician of repute during the present generation. If Mr. Gladstone’s 
proposal to give the majority the right to close a debate when it is becoming 
annoying be adopted, the proceedings of the House will become a mere 
farce.” 

The Yorkshire Post (C.) says:—“Democracy in France is working for 
die creation of a despotism, just as Radicalism in England aims at the con¬ 
version of our constitutional system into a tyrannical dictatorship, suppressing 
free discussion in the House of Commons, and legislating in obedience to 
the ukases of Mr. Chamberlain’s organized caucuses.” 

THE POWER OF THE SPEAKER IN AMERICA. 

The New York Tribune says:—“ The heated debate in the House 
Representatives in regard to the appointment of Committees ought to fix public 
attention upon a growing evil in legislation. The rules of the House, with the 
rapid expansion of public business, give the Committees extraordinary and 
constantly increasing power. Hence the power of the Speaker over legislation 
lias become altogether too great. But, the Speaker once chosen, the representa¬ 
tive has parted with a very great proportion of the power entrusted to him by 
constituents. The Speaker proceeds to arrange the Committees to carry out 
his own ideas. He makes laws, and not the House, so far as the Committees 
control, and the power of the Committees under the rules is enormous. This 
method of law-making is contrary to the fundamental principles of self- 
government. The radical trouble is that the Committees have too much 
power. If this can be obviated by changes in the rules without depriving the 
majority of necessary control for the despatch of business, the method of 
selecting Committees will be less important.” 

Til. GAMBETTA AND HIS OPPONENTS. 

M. Jos. Reinach, one ot M. Gambetta’s henchmen on the press, writing in 
the Nineteenth Century before the fall of his chief on the revision of the 
French Constitution, concludes his paper with the following remarks on 
M. Gambetta and his foes:—“The Intransigeants can never forgive 
M. Gambetta being a patriot and a Government man. Lately they 
have heaped imprecations on liis head because he is a resolute 
adversary of all extravagant radical measures, because he wished the 
Republic, instead of being a small, closed church, to be a grand temple open 
to all good, intelligent, and capable Frenchmen, whatever may have been 
their past political opinions; because he has declared himself opposed 
to all scandalous disorder and riot in the street, and, especially, because 
he more than any one holds the national flag firm and high before all Europe. 
If M. Gambetta should succumb in this question through any coalition what¬ 
soever, he will nevertheless come out of the battle greater than before, and 
with the approbation of all true patriots and all true statesmen, but the 
country will be in the saddest state; Intransigeants and intrigants would 


demolish in a few weeks the labour of long years, and great would be th 
damage for the Republic and for the nation. 

AN AMERICAN VIEW OF “ SCRUTIN DE LI3TE.” 

The New York Tribune says “ In the United States, where the-p 0 f* 
ticians are already too powerful and the people too indifferent to the rcspiis!'

Mr. Gladstone and Lord Granville are in possession of what the ration 
whose affairs they conduct think upon the subject; they can surely devise a 
means of submitting these opinions to the Russian authorities in a perfectly 
unobjectionable, and, at the same time, effectual shape. A strong mani¬ 
festation of this national sentiment can be conveyed to the Government ct 
Russia, without investing it with the character of an official rcinonsmuice, 
The means of doing this exist, and are in the hands of the Government, b 
it credible that if they are wisely employed now they should fail to produce 
the desired result ? ” 

The Daily Telegraph is certain that it is “quite impossible that a British 
Administration—and, above all, one over which Mr. Gladstone presides-can 
ignore the remarkable meeting held yesterday in the Mansion Ho:;;?. 
The meeting did but ask that, in some friendly and pacific way, 
and upon fitting occasion, her Majesty’s Government would : exercise 
influence in accordance with the spirit 5 manifested. To refuse so mild 
and reasonable a request because Russia is a great Power would appear, 
we think, an unfortunate resolution on the part of the Government. 
It would expose the credit of British courage and compassion to shameful 
criticism all over Asia, where it would be said that the Queen's Government 
would not speak a word of remonstrance to Russia on behalf of 1 God’s chosen 
people ’ for fear of a sharp reply, which it feared to receive and dared not 
resent. Let, then, the form adopted be ever so polite, ever so obsequious— 
if it must be thus—but let the Ouc-en’s Government at least have the courage 
of the Queen’s subjects, and ask protection for those poor victims ” 

The Daily News says :—“The meeting held at the Mansion House yester¬ 
day afternoon to protest against the Russian outrages on the Jews was a 
thoroughly i-epresentativc one. Members of all the great English panics and 
sects united in professing their abhorrence of crimes which, as the Archbishop 
of Canterbury said in his letter to the Lord Mayor, has brought disgrace on 
the name of Christian. But before believing that hundreds of infamies of 
this infernal dye have been perpetrated in dozens of Russian cities, there can 
be no harm in asking for something of the nature of evidence. The riots are 
bad enough in all conscience, even if hell has not broken loose so vilely a'!8 
so widely as reports announce.” 

The limes says :—“ If it is doubtful whether direct transmission of resolu¬ 
tions to the Russian Government would not weaken the force of a iv.ou 
demonstration, it is certain that diplomatic remonstrances would have uiat 
effect.

The Morning Advertiser says :—“ The meeting at the Mansion 
yesterday on behalf of the Jews in Russia was just what if ought to A 
earnest, sympathetic, and moderate. It is not likely that any strong action 
on the part of Lord Granville will follow upon the speeches and resolutions^ 
yesterday. In 1863 similar meetings were held in the City in favour 0 ^

Th» following f&ots which have recently come to 
toy knowledge are useful as allowing to jyhat 
extent tha present movement is national.

Acbmct Ourabl Boy—or Arabl Bey as lie Is 
called in the disnalchcs—tbo new Egyptian 
Minister of War, lias hud a remarkable career. 
A fellah, or peasant of the lowest class by 
birth, be entered the army as a private; but, 
being able to read and write, and having an 
education above that of the average Egyp¬ 
tian, he was promoted rapidly, and soon 
became a Sergeantf and Quartermaster. Ho j 
was handsome, intelligent und studious, and 
soon by bard work acquired sufficient knowl¬ 
edge to enable lit into compete In the annual 
examination fur promotion from the make. 
He was without friends or patrons, and so 
owed every upward step to hie own merits, and 
these were so pronounced that he bad attained 
the raulc of Lioutonimt-Uoloue), when jealousy 
or ill* will caused him to be accused, during the 
rcigu of Ismail Poebu, of having drawn 
the puy of men whom he was said to have 
kept on the lists after liberating them, Every 
possible agency was brought to bear to 
compass his ruin ; but,-although the trial was 
prolonged three years, absolutely nothing 
could lie proved against him.

Ourabl 
had already early in January been made 
Under-Secretary of War, and the result 
cf this last demonstration is the resignation 
of Clicrif Pasha aud the appointment of a new 
Ministry, in which Ourabl is Minister of War, 
and the rnling spirit. Ourabi has a tall, ath¬ 
letic figure, with a soldler-like bearing. He 
has a natural gift of oratory* speaking with 
great energy, aud depicting with remarkable 
bitterness the degradation of his countrymen 
tit the hands of the foreigners. But he is op¬ 
posed to any Intolerant movement, aud no 
trace of religious fanaticism appears to enter 
luto his antagonism to foreigners. To a 
correspondent of the London Times he rc- 
ccuty said: “ God Is the author of all law. 
It came from God first, aud - by His will was 
adopted into our religious books, and form 
our religious books has emanated the law which 
is daily administered. The Jews have their 
book, delivered to Moses; the Christians have 
their books, containing God’s commands, and 
the Mussulmans have their books, also pro¬ 
claiming to them the will of God. In ail these 
Looks God's will la the sume-lhat we should 
do uo murder, that wc6hould uot steal, taut 
we should uot commit various offenses, aud wo 
all-Christians, Jews and Mohammedans- 
buve the very same commands of God 
embodied in onr law.

The 
correspondent described him as speaking on 
this point with remarkable energy aud force.

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ARAB! BET’S FUTURE. 


The Spectator declared that there is very great 
historical interest in this Egyptian movement, 
apart from its immediate political consequences. 
We are seeing history made, and if we could only 
•watch Arabi Bey’s conduct inside the army, as 
we can watch it when he is using the army a3 
his instrument, much that puzzles Europeans in 
studying Asiatic history would at once become 
clear. The instrument of revolution in Asia has 
always been, aud is now, the army; but the diffi¬ 
culty of detecting the causes which set that 
instrument in motion is almost insuperable. 
Arabi Bey, the new master of Egypt, has, we be. 
lieve, risen in the regular Asiatic way. The 
Europeans under the control are everywhere in 
all departments, everywhere well paid, every¬ 
where officious, everywhere as visible as bullocks 
among sheep. The Egyptians do not like them, 
not only because they are infidels, though that 
enters deeply into the matter, but because they 
i are Europeans, hard and unsocial persons of a 
disagreeable civilisation, who will not make life 
easv, or “ consider” anything but their orders and 
their duty. Englishmen forget that the lirstobjects 
of Asiatics is that life should be easy-going, lax, 
unrestricted by bother about punctuality, or 
exactness, or even equal justice, and they detest 
Europeans, apart from all other disqualifications, 
just as Irishmen detest a hard, unmanageable, 
exact Scotch overseer, as Italians detest Germans, 
or Poles their Prussian landlords. They loathe 
all that rigidity, while they acknowledge its re¬ 
sults. They want to be rid of the Europeans, and 
as Arabi Bey is confident be can get rid of them, 
they supnort Arabi Bey and his soldiers. If they 
did not, the Khedive could put down the military 
movement in a.day, for the Boldiers would, at s 
signal, arrest their officers, and the dervishes 
would rise on the regiments, and the populace 
would threaten the soldiers’ families with mas¬ 
sacre. The Egyptian movement, in fact, is 
genuine, though the desire for a Parliament is 
not, and is irresistible, except by foreign and im- 
.ported force. If Prince Tewfik were a Mahmoud, 
he possibly might put it down, for the hold of the 
legal ruler on the Ulema and the populace is 
great, and the struggle would be more terrible 
than the soldiery wish; but being what he is, 
there is no force to oppose to Arabi Bey, aud 
Egypt is in the hands of that officer.

The Consuls’ Note is to the following 
efloct:— 

“ The Decree of the 18th November, 1876, regulates 
the procedure in relation to the Budget and determines 
who are to participate iu its preparation on*J to vote 
upou it. By Article 10 oi that Decree the Budget is 
to be prepared by the Minister of Finance, and the 
two Controllers, to be afterwards diBcuswsd by the latter 
with the Ministers, who will finally submit it to 
the Khedive. No mention is made of the Chamber of 
Delegates, which, however, has been in existence since 
1864. The control was put an end to upon the constitu¬ 
tion of the Mixed Ministry ; but by an official note 
addressed on the 31st March, 1879, to tbc representa¬ 
tives of England and France, the Egyptian Covern- 
ment pledged itself, in case of a modification of 
Ministerial organisation, to re-establish theOontrol as iu 
operation under the Decree of the 18th November, 1876. 
Ou theOontrol being re-established on the 4th Sep¬ 
tember, 1879, the Egyptian Government desired to 
modify tho competence of the Controllers, and obtained 
the assent of the English ami French Govern¬ 
ments to their doing so, subject to the latter 
reserving the right to resume the original 
system whenever judged expedient to do ao. The 
grave innovation involved in the present demand of the 
Chamber to join in the examination and vote upon the 
Budget eaunot be introduced without the consent of the 
English and Freuch Governments. Should the 
Khedive's Government think tit to propose negotiations 
for modifying the existing regime, the agents of 
England and France would be willing to transmit 
such propositions to their respective Governments. 
At the same time, they desire to express their hope 
that negotiations of the nature in question would 
suppose a complete understanding between the Ministry 
and the Chamber of Delegates.*' 

The receipt of this Note was, remarks tho Temps 
Correspondent,immediately followed by theChum- 
bers summoning Cherif Pacha to cousent at once 
to tho proposed organic law, upon which the 
crisis supervened. The new Ministry replied to 
the Note of the English and French agents to 
the effect that, the Egyptian Government had the 
right, without consulting the two Powers, to 
empower the Chamber to discuss and vote upon 
the Budget, It was contended that the Budget 
was divided into two portions, one relating to 
the public debt, and the other to administrative, 
expenses, arid that the Egyptian Government 
had never pledged itself not to submit the latter 
portion to tho examination of the country. The 
following is given by the Temps Correspondent 
as the text of Articles 35 and 36 of tho Organic 
Law relating to the Budget 

“ Article 35.—The Budget will be communicated to 
the Chamber for examination and discussion. With this 
object, a Farliamrntary Commission, equalling in 
number and votes the members composing the Council 
of Ministers, inclusive of the President, will join with 
the latter to examine and vote the Budget. 

“Article 36.—In case of disagreement between the 
Parliamentary Commission and the Ministerial Council, 
such disagreement to be referred to the Chamber for 
decision.”

Herr Geschcr has been directed by the Porto 
to examine the question of the right of juris¬ 
diction of the Turkish courts of justice over 
foreigners accused of crimes or offences 
against foreign subjects in Turkish dominions.

As it is anticipated that the junction of 
the railways will produce a large increase in 
customs receipts, the Porte demands a pro¬ 
portionate augmentation of tribute from the 
province. 

In Turkish official circles much dissatisfaction 
is felt against England on account of the assist¬ 
ance given by the Indian Government to the 
Emir of Shckir to enable him to take possession 
of Mekella. the Sultan being understood to lay 
claim to the suzerainty offfcat place.

London. April 11.—Parnell last nlfeht 
looked tired and haggard, evidently suffering 
physically. 

Parnell took the early train for Dover in the af¬ 
ternoon to avoid the demonstration which would 
have been made had he taken his departure on 
the Continental tiain from Charing Cross in the 
evening. Conversing in private with a friend he 
said he had little to complain of in regard to his 
prison treatment. He hoped the other suspects 
were as well cared-for, ana said he had reason to 
doubt they were. His imprisoned followers re¬ 
garded the recent outrages with the greatest indig¬ 
nation. Parnell expressed a belief that the state 
of things in Ireland would improve if the Govern¬ 
ment introduced a bill to relieve the poor tenants 
of arrears of rents and amend clauses of the land 
act regarding foreclosure s6 as practically assist 
tenants to become owners of their farms—a result 
which, he thought would go'a long way to restore 
peace and order. He said he would remain in 
Pans quietly until the latest moment consistent 
with his parole. 

Goldwia Smith writes The Times .if the British

DEPARTURE OF THE QUEEN FROM ! 

MENTONE. 

Mentone, April 12. —The Queen, accom¬ 
panied by the Princess Beatrice and the 
members of the Royal suite, left Mentone at 
half-past ten this morning for England via 
Cherbourg. Her Majesty's gun-boat Cygnet 
and the ironclad Inflexible, at anchor in the 
roadstead, fired Royal salutes and manned 
yards at the moment of her Majesty's departure 
from the Chalet des Hosiers. 

Both vessels were gaily dressed with flags. 

The Msyor of Mentone, the British Vice 
Consul, Captain Fisher, commanding the 
Inflexible, and the officers in chief command 
of the soldiers and gendarmes specially stationed 
at Mentone during the Queeu’s stay, attended 
at the railway station to take leave of her 
Majesty, who graciously addressed a few 
words to each, thanking them for their attention 
during her visit. 

The British Vice Consul presented bouquets 
to the Queen and Princess Beatrice. 
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THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 

The information that Arabi Bey, the 
representative in the new Egyptian 
Cabinet of Egyptian independence, has 
narrowly escaped being assassinated, has 
created some excitement in Continental 
circles. Though the name of Arabi Bey 
has for several months been associated 
with the movement which has virtually 
destroyed the Anglo-French control, we 
are still ignorant of the merits, either 
as a soldier or as a statesman, which 
have made him so influential a personage 
In all likelihood his influence was only 
proportionate to the power of the army, 
which so far has had its own way. The 
creation of a Chamber of Notables, the 
exclusion of foreign interference in the 
political and financial administration of 
Egypt, and possibly even the abolition 
of the Anglo-French Control, repre¬ 
sented the political programme of the 
army. But even the complete realisa¬ 
tion of this scheme did not satisfy the 
officers of the Khedive’s army who had 
raised Arabi Bey to power, and who ex¬ 
pected their share of the compensation. 
We announced a few days ago, remarks 
the Morning Post , that several among 
the leading men in the army had held a 
meeting, after which they proceeded to 
Arabi Bey, insisting upon the complete 
execution of the so-called national pro¬ 
gramme. This statement of ours was 
contradicted at once by a Cairo telegram, 
but we have ample reason for insisting 
on the exact correctness of our statement 
The officers who presented their ultima¬ 
tum to Arabi Bey were not satisfied with 
the promotions of hundreds of colonels 
and captains, and spoke in very energetic 
terms. The laconic telegram which 
reaches us from Cairo mentions the fact 
that a large number of Circassian officers 
have been arrested. It may, therefore, 
safely be stated that the military were 
determined to carry out their threats. 
The statements which we made on April 
1 and 2 with reference to the complete 
collapse of the Anglo-French Control 
and the agitation in military circles were 
contradicted by the Agence Havas, which 
to calm French apprehensions, seems to 
believe that a contradiction in its semi¬ 
official columns is sufficient proof of their 
non-existence. Unfortunately, this plot to 
assassinate Arabi Bey is only a deplora¬ 
ble consequence of a state of affairs which 
must lead either to complete anarchy or 
to a military occupation by the only 
Power which has a right to do so. 

A Goon Riddance.- —This morning the boy 
Stsgg, who was recently convicted for break, 
ing into the ahop of Mr. Greenslade, was sect 
to England to serve a term, at the Bedhill 
Reformatory. 

Tee Steeplechases. —Owing to the unfa¬ 
vourable state of the weather yeBterday, these 
sports at Grand Rocqua were postponed until 
to-day, and this afternoon, with a little improve¬ 
ment in the outlook, the various contests took 
place, but too late for any report to appear in 
oar present issue. 

Storm Washing.—A New York Herald 
storm warning, to-day, states that a large 
depression which is crossing is likely to affect 
the British, French, and Norwegian Coasts, 
between fourteenth and sixteentti, attended by 
South East, backing North galea or strong 
winds. 

Organ Recital. —Last evening Mr. Hum¬ 
phrey J. Stark, Mus. Bac., of London, gave a 
recital on the New ‘Organ recently erected by 
Messrs. Malsy, Young and Oldknow, at St. 
James’s Church. The beautiful instrument 
was manipulated with great skill, affording 
much pleasure to all who were fortunate 
enough to be present. 

Castel Faie. —Last Tuesday morning the 
annual Easter Fair, was held in the Fair field, 
Castel parish, which was well attended, a 
large number of horses, and horned cattle being 
exposed for sale. Heifers in calf were sold 
from £20 Stg. to £25 Stg. per head, the 
whole were in very fine condition ; good horses 
fetched high prices. 

The “ Essay.” —The following telegram 
was received by Mr. M. Robin this morning 
from Dover, having reference to the above 
vessel:—Boat stern marked Essay, Guernsey— 
W. Bowen, master, brought in here yesterday 
by fishing amack, apparently having been run 
into." There can be little doubt now that the 
ill-fated vessel is gone, but whether the crew 
are saved or not time only can tell. 

Taxation. —The returns recently sent in by 
the ratepayers of the Town Parish show an 
increase of several thousand quarters. As, 
however, the amount of tax per quarter im¬ 
posed during the past two or three years has 
not been found sufficient, the constables have 
this year increased it by one halfpenny, making 
the rate one shilling and three pence per quarter 
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Vast numbers of ladies in Paris use morphine daily. 

Sixteen dissatisfied Circassian officers liave been 
arrested for being concerned in a plot to assassinate Arabi 
Bey at Cairo, Egypt.

A Wealthy Emigrant.—N ine steamers landed 
6,478 emigrants at New York one day last week, nearly 
all of them belonging to tho thrifty classes. One of them, 
a Derbyshire farmer, bound to Detroit, had £5,362 cash, 
which he converted from English into Amorican money. 

Hurricanes in America.—A disastrous cyclone has 
visited Kansas, and nearly demolished a small town. l our 
persons Were xil'cu on ttte spot, anti all the other Inlrhi:.- 

ants more or less injured. Another hurricane, which 
occurredin Michigan, destroyed a great deal of property and 
killed several persons.

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EGYPTIAN HOME RULE. 

Abridged from “ The Times ” of 1st April. 

Sir,—I wish I could share Sir William 
Gregory’s enthusiastic faith in the disinterested 
patriotism of Arabi Bey and his party, but 
there arises before me the recollection of all the 
terrible scenes of cruelty and oppression which 
I have witnessed in Egypt in the course of my 
long acquaintance with it, and the remembrance 
that the instruments of that oppression are to 
be found among the members of the Assembly 
of Notables. Although I am willing to give 
Arabi Bey credit personally for good intentions 
and for sincere desire to reform the abuses 
which have in the past blighted the develop¬ 
ment of Egyptian prosperity, I cannot bring 
myself to believe that the class which furnishes 
the Chamber of Notables have entirely changed 
the prejudices, habits, and tendencies of their 
whole lives within the past two years. Men’s 
natures cannot be thus suddenly transformed, 
least of all the nature of Orientals. So lately 
as 1877 I have seen processions of women and 
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children bearing heavy burdens on their heads 
and escorted by men armed with whips and 
sticks, which they used freely on the heads and 
shoulders of the poor creatures who lagged 
behind or strayed from the ranks. I have 
seen the unhappy peasants driven in hordes 
from their farms, put on board Government 
boats, and drafted off to the distance of some¬ 
times hundreds of miles away from their wives 
and children to cultivate the Khedive’s sugar 
estates, their farms bei ng meanwhile left to take 
their chance of what cultivation their women, 
children, and neighbours could give them. I 
learnt that the taxes on these farms would be 
as pitilessly levied, notwithstanding that the 
absence of the head of the family must interfere 
sadly with the produce. I learnt that the un¬ 
happy peasants thus forced to labour at the 
factories received little or no pay ; that 
although the sum of 2^d. per day was issued 
from the Treasury it was intercepted on the 
way by sundry functionaries, and very little of 
it indeed reached the wretched slaves tor whom 
it was intended. I was assured that when the 
term of servitude of these poor creatures ex¬ 
pired, they were often left to find their way back 
to their homes after two or three months’ 
absence as best they could, and that frequently 
they never got back at all. ***** 

In the course of my conversation 
with district governors it was impos¬ 
sible not to observe the disgust and 
ill-will with which they regarded 
Colonel Gordon’s attempts to put 
down Slavery. All my observations, 
and all the information I could collect 
went to prove that the sympathies of 
the governing class were entirely with 
Slavery, and I am afraid I cannot put 
much faith in the new-born conversion 
to Anti-slavery principles, which these 
very men now profess tyhen it serves a 
political purpose to do so. I have on 
various occasions been eagerly asked 
by the peasants, reduced to despair by 
the cruelties I have described whether 
there was any chance of England 
taking possession of Egypt. 

The reign of oppression has within the 
last two or three years been suspended by 


European intervention, and by that alone. 
Desperate diseases require exceptional remedies, 
and although as a general principle one would 
gladly dispense with such intervention, it 
cannot be denied that in the case of Egypt it 
has worked immense benefit to the mass of the 
population. Not only has the reign of terror 
of the bastinado ceased, but the people are 
now relieved from the payment of more than 
their fair amount of taxes. The obstacles to 
good cultivation imposed by misgovernment 
have been removed, the development of the 
vast natural resources of the country by the 
people of the country have been promoted, 
there is a visibly increased prosperity and con¬ 
tentment, the people are better clothed and 
better fed, and are obviously the happier for 
the change England has reason to congratulate 
herself on the part she has taken in bringing 
about this beneficent reform. She has in doing 
so fulfilled a noble mission. Are we now to 
see all this good work undone ? Are we to re¬ 
place power in the hands of the very men who 
have so very recently abused it ? 

Sir William Gregory's acquaintance with 
has been mainly in Cairo ; mine has 
been in the country districts in the interior, 
where my explorations have taken me from 
Sukkarah to Wady Halfeh. It has been my 
custom to share my meals with the natives, to 
accept their bread and their salt, to hear their 
views on their own condition, and their 
grievances. The mass of the people are 
entirely unrepresented. Arabi Bey and his 
party, and a number of notables form an 
oligarchy. They are to the people what the 
Roman patricians were to the plebeians—they 
are the governing caste. 

What I deprecate most of all is that Egypt 
should be handed over in any degree whatever 
to the Turks, a power that blights all it 
touches. Is it not enough that they already 
drain the country of a tribute of more than 
,i£T>ooo,ooo sterling per annum without con¬ 
ferring upon it in return any benefit or service 
whatsoever ? God forbid that Egypt should be 
delivered into their power—what a consum¬ 
mation of our diplomacy that would be !— 
believing from my knowledge of the country that 
neither Turkish nor any other foreign military 
occupation of it will prove necessary. 

The best security against any disturbance is 
a firm and determined attitude on the part of 
England. Let her make it understood once for 
all that she will support the Control and see the 
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understanding that had already been arrived at' 
consistently carried out. I may add that a 
gunboat or two at Port Said, and a British 
ironclad at Alexandria, would have the desired 
effect by their mere presence, as a significant 
indication of the resolute purpose of England 
to permit no tampering with the arrangement 
already arrived at. 

It would scarcely be to the credit of England 
to limit her efforts merely to the financial side 
of the question, but, as a matter of fact, it is 
impossible to dissociate the prosperity and good 
government of the country from our financial 
interests.

In 
tho event of Turkish Intervention Arabl Boy In¬ 
tends to withdraw with the troops Into tho cita¬ 
del of Cairo, taking tbe principal Turkish pachas 
as hostages.

Constantinople, May 16.—It ta stated that 
the Porte has sent a.circular to the Powers 
protesting against the dispatch of foreign men- 
of-war to Egypt as uoJuBtiHable, and declaring 
furthermore that were such action necessary it 
would devolve upon the Sultan , - ob sovereign ol 
Egypt. 

The Porte has telegraphed to the Egyptian. 
Ministry that tho convocation of the Chamber 
of Notables without tbesanct ion of the Khedive 
is contrary to the provisions of Urn Constitu¬ 
tion. It says the Sultan desire the maintenance 
of the status quo.

Gladstone's Scheme. 

Boston, May 21—A cable to the Jfetald 
from London eaya : "I am enabled to give 
you exclusive information that the Parnell* 
Gladstone programme regarding the passage 
of the new Irish measures is now complete. 
The land League members have been in¬ 
formed that <he progress of the repression 
of crime bill will determine the action of 
the government regarding the arrears act. 

If they obstruct the first the government 
will delay the second. Gladstone's anxiety 
to get the crime bill ihroogh in some form 
is explained by his vast lost ministerial 
popularity with the mosses since the 
Dublin murders and the hope of its - re* 
covery by this method. Hence the great 
concession to Parnell’s fo'lowers to induce 
them to avoid obstruction that would 
surely destroy Gladstone’s government. 

London, May 21,—When tho crime bill 
comes up Tuesday in conimitt«8 important 
amendments are to bo offered and accented. 
One, relating to the proposed embargo on 
Irish newspapers, will provide, when 
adopted, tbafc suppression shall only refer to 
American journals of the Rossa description. 
This will remove heavy restrictions from 
the local Irish press. Amother amendment 
will reduce the term of operation of the law 
from three years to two. Another will 
make less arbitrary the power of arresting 
persons merely suspected of belonging to 
secret societies. The fourth modifies the 
powers of local magistrates and provides the 
opportunity of appeal to higher courts of 
persons held by their authority. The Land 
league members are led to understand that 
the Liberals will accept these amendments on 
condition that their opposition shall not be of 
the protracted order which nsnally charac¬ 
terizes Irish debates. The Irish members 
will likewise introduce other amendments, 
as a matter of course, but they will ba re¬ 
jected. . Their words will have the appear¬ 
ance of the usual farce, Jml will- be super¬ 
ficial. The land leaguers will take ad¬ 
vantage of Gladstone's weakness in' parlia¬ 
ment to force the passage of the 1 arrears 
bill. ^ and /at the same tfme demand 
certain reductions in the coercive measures. 
Their opinion is that a dissolution will 
speedily follow the adoption of the new 
coercion act, and they hope If the govern¬ 
ment splits on the result of this measure to 
secure ita repeal. Members of the liberal 
party tell your correspondent that the 
greatest dissatisfaction ea.to the new policy 
exists among the radicals and tories. Story 
said last night that Gladstone must speedily 
choose between these wings of party. They 
decline longer to be kept harnessed together. 
Nobody has faith in Gladstone’s power now. 
Forster adheres to his belief in a strong gov¬ 
ernment. He says tho measures must, how¬ 
ever, be distinct and uncompromising. ' 
He denounced with some bitterness the bar¬ 
gain with Parnell.

Affairs In Egypt. 

Cairo, May 27.—The British and Frenoh 
consuls-general called on Arab! Bey to-day 
and declared that they held him personally 
responsible lor tbe maintenance of the public 
security. The khedive has issued a proclama¬ 
tion to the provincial authorities, enjoining 
them to especial vigilance for maintaining' 
public security. Ho says the British and 
French squadrons have come to Alexandria 
with a friendly object, and he orders a com¬ 
plete stoppage of recruiting or summoning of 
reserves. All men called out are ordored to 
return home. The kheklvo will announce iu a 
proclamation to the army that he personally 
assumes the supreme command of the troops. 

A Council or Pashas. 

Cairo, May 27.—Omar Pasha, Luftl Cherlf 
Pashas, Bagheb Pasha, Sultan Pasha, and 
several others of the principal pashas, aro now 
assembled at Ismail palace. It is expected 
that they will support the new ministry, of 
which Cherif Pasha, or Omar Pasha Lufti, 
will be the president, with Haidar Pasha as 
minister of finance. 

The Itiiedtve Trcatod tvltti Insolent 
Contempt. 

Cairo, Egypt, May 27.—This afternoon the 
khedivo summonded tbe dignitaries, Ulemas 
deputies and other Arabic notabilities, and 
alio tho principal officers of the army, and ad¬ 
dressed them in energetic terms on the subject 
id the existing political situation. He ex¬ 
plained tho object of the English and French 
naval expedition, and announced that he hod • 
assumed the supreme command of the army, 
and was rosolved to maintain strict discipline. 

The officers present replied in insolent lan¬ 
guage nud declared that they would never ac¬ 
cept tho ultimatum offered by England and 
Frauco nor recognize the right of interference 
of any power except Turkey. They then 
abruptly left the khedive’s presence. 

The khedive has since received a telegram 
from tbe military commanders at Alexandria, 
iu which they declare that they will not recog¬ 
nize anybody but Arabl Bey, and demand 
his reinstatement within twelve hours. After 
the expiration of that time they will not, they 
>ay. be responsible for the maintenance of 
order. 

Cairo, Egypt, May 23.—After tho audience 
with ihu khedive, tne notables, ulemas and 
military officers held-a meeting at tho house 
of Sultan Pasha, where the officers used even 
more violent language than at the palace. A 
regular vote of tho deputies of the khedive 
was proposed, but the notables and ulemas 
unanimously opposed such a proceeding. 
It was finally decided to ask the khe¬ 
dive to return Arabi Bey «3 minister 
of war, nud Sultan Pasha proceeded to tho 
I palace with that message. The khedive abso- 
i lately refused to grant the requestj and added 
: that the porte had telegraphed to him congrat¬ 
ulatory on his conduct anu on his acceptance 
, of the resignation of the ministry. 

Explaining their Presence. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 27.—Tub English 
and French embassadors, in a second identical . 
communication to the porte, point out that 
tha. events leading to the naval expedition 
wc« so sudden, and the crisis so press¬ 
ing, that it was impossible to come 
to a previous understanding with the 
powers, and nows of tho reconciliation 
only arrived after tho ships had sailed. More¬ 
over, it was unlikely that tho reconciliation 
would be durable. Tuo squadrons were Sent, 

, not from selfish or interested motives, but to 
secure tho interests of all European powers, 
and maintain tho authority of tho khedive, as 
established by successive firmans. The gov¬ 
ernments never purposed the lauding troops 
for the occupation of the country, aad would 
recall tho ships as soon os order was secured 
and tho futuro guaranteed. 

The Esyptlan Ministry. 

London, May 27.—A correspondent of tho 
Times at Alexandria asserts that the roslgna- 
won of the ministry was in consequence of an 
order from the porte. Cherlf Pasha will form 
a new ministry. There are great rejoicings 
over the turn affairs have taken, 03 the exodus 
of Europeans bad stopped business; but some 
fears aro expressed that the porte will press 
tho policy of reducing Egypt to the eonditioa 
of a Turkish province. 

Subservient to tlio Sultan. 

London, May 27.—A dispatch to the Stand¬ 
ard from Cairo states that Arabi Bay has sent 
an officer to tbe porte with a petition assuring 
tue sultan of the devotion of the national 
party and praying for a deposition of the 
Khedive in favor of Holim Pasha. The peti¬ 
tion is signed by tho ministry which has just 
resigned aad eigut notables. 

Turkish Intervention In E^ypt, 

Paris, May 27.—Tho Rspublique Francaise, 
NL Garabetta’s paper, not only condemns the 
Turkish intervention in Egypt as a blow at 
tne French in Africa, but even points to the 
possibility of England, under a future cabinet^ 
swallowing Egypt as she did Cypress.

The proceedings at the 
meeting at Sultan Pasha's hoase yesterday 
afternoon were most uproarious, several officers 
brandishing theirswords.

The Khedlvo Fields. 

Cairo, May 28,10 P. M—An official state¬ 
ment has Just been Issued. It says: "At five 
o'clock to-day all tho Ulemas of the El Aztiar 
University, the whole Chamber of Notables, 
numerous notabilities, a deputation from the 
schools, and a largo body of native merchants 
came to tbe palace to pray tbe Kbedlvo to toko 
back Arabl Boy as Minister of War, because 
tbo army Insisted upon that course, and men¬ 
aced them If tbe Khedive persisted la refusing 
to reinstate him. In consequence of the reit¬ 
erated entreaties of the representative* of tbo 
people, the Khedive, desirous of tbo mainte¬ 
nance of order and tranquillity In tbe country, 
has aoceded to their prayer by reinstating 
Arabl Bey.” 

Tho statement declares that the situation Is 
unchanged, and that before he was restored to 
power Arabl Bey gave assurances to the Diplo¬ 
matic agents of Germany, Austria, Italy aod 
Russia, who had declared that they held him 
responsible for publlo security. The President 
of the Council and other Ministers have not 
yet been appointed. The Kbedlvo has received 
a telegram from the Grand Vizier at Stamboul 
announcing the immediate departure for Egypt 
of a Turkish Commissioner.

AMERICAN MEN-OF-WAR. 

Lisbon, May 29.—Two American men-of-war 
are on their way to Alexandria, Egypt. 
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Arabj Bey seems to have got the better 
of the Khedive thus far in their little 
quarrel, and at the same time to have put 
in a sidewinder on England. In order to 
prevent bloodshed the Egyptian ruler has 
restored the great rebel to the War Minis¬ 
try, where he can carry on his machina¬ 
tions against foreign influence at will. 
England and France, who look on Egypt 
as a joint colony of theirs, are, of course, 
dissatisfied; the real feelings of the Sul¬ 
tan are unknown. The London papers 
declare that “the Khedive is now a mere 
puppet in the hands of ArabiBey,” and 
that “a tremendous blow is inflicted on 
the prestige of England.” This really 
seems to be about the size of it, and the 
next act is naturally awaited with in¬ 
terest. 
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THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS, 

There is evidently a crisis at hand in 
Egyptian affairs. Tiie Khedive, Moham¬ 
med Tcwfik, finds himself practically 
powerless in the hands of Arab! Bey, who 
has the army at his back. The former 
has just been compelled to reinstate the 
latter as War and Marine Minister. It is 
charged that the Sultan has encouraged 
the Khedive in resisting the demands of 
the army and the notables , and at the same 
time secretly urges the rebellious element 
to wring the concession from him, with a 
view to being called upon to intervene, 
and thereby in some way recover for the 
Porte its control over Egyptian affairs, 
which has almost disappeared. What the 
ultimate designs of the Porte may be it is 
not very easy to tell, for certainly the rule 
of Egypt at present is not a thing that it 
would seem to be desirable for it to ac¬ 
quire. 

The predecessor of the present Khedive 
was afflicted with extravagant habits 
and he succeeded in getting his country 
heavily in debt—so heavily indeed that it 
is doubtful if the obligations ever will bo 
paid. He was deposed in the hope that a 
better state of affairs would be inaugu¬ 
rated. The creditors of Egypt were 
mainly in England and France, and to 
secure their citizens against loss those 
nations undertook the financial manage¬ 
ment of the Egyptian Government 
through their agents. The publio debt is 
about $100,000,000, and the effort to keep 
down the interest on this and sustain the 
Governmental expenditures is more than 
the people can well bear. There is no 
prospect of their burdens being lightened, 
and dissatisfaction is naturally to be ex- j 
pected. The popular party, represented ; 
by the army with Arabi Bey at its head, 
want the English aud French agents 
divested of their power, and the Egyptians 
permitted to manage their own affairs. 
As this would involve probably the repu¬ 
diation of the debt, England and France 
are interested in sustaining the Khedive. 
At all events those nations do not propose 
to resign any control that they may now 
have. Moreover England is particularly 
interested in the possession of the Suez 
Canal, her water way to India and the 
East, and will not permit it to pass under 
the control of the iusurgent Egyptians. 

With the Government in its present con¬ 
dition the prospect of the payment of the 
interest on the bonds is very dim. So 
that England and France will not bo con¬ 
tent to permit matters to remain as they 
are. They are determined to do some¬ 
thing whether trouble arises from any 
other source or not. Their ironclads are in 
Egyptian waters ready to act at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice. It will clearly he necessary 
to put down Arabi Bey and liis army and 
establish a government that will pay the 
English aud French creditors their interest 
at least. Whatever other differences there 
may be to settle, this kind of a provision 
will have to be made. The situation of the 
Egyptian tax-payers is a hard one. They 
have been loaded down with a debt that 
they can not shake off, by a despot hold¬ 
ing irresponsible power. This debt 
promises to keep them perennially poor, 
with no means of helping themselves. A 
revolt brings down upon them two great 
European Powers who cau seize and hold 
their ports aud then levy what tribute 
they elect. If there is a way to be pointed 
out whereby the laud of the Pharaohs can 
be taken out from under the pressure that 
rests upon it, it is nowhere to be seen at 
present.

The Nile has grown muddy again. In 
spite of recent indications to the contrary, 
Egypt appears to be in a decidedly revolu¬ 
tionary condition. Although Arabi Bey 
and the Ministry formally submitted to 
the Khedive, under the persuasive influ¬ 
ence of the English and French ironclads, 
it soon became evident that the difficul¬ 
ties were by no means settled. England 
and France then put in their ultimatum, 
demanding the temporary retirement of 
Arabi Bey from Egypt, with the retention 
of rank and pay, and the resignation of 
the Ministry, pledging themselves to 
exact, if necessary, the due fulfillment of 
these conditions. The Ministers, after 
some consideration, rejected this ultima¬ 
tum and referred it to the Sultan, after 
which they offered their resignations, 
which the Khedive promptly accepted, 
after which, at the request of the Notables 
and others, he restored Arabi to his posi¬ 
tion. It appears quite certain that if the 
present status quo is to be maintained, it 
must be done by Turkey or some of the 
European powers.

Cahio, May 30,1882,-Arabl Pacha Is widely 
circulating; a statement-that ho has received a 
telegram from the Saltan announcing tho nomin¬ 
ation of Halim Pacha as Khedive. Hr.pdalet, tho 
British consul-general, Informed tho Khedive 
today of the Immediate departure of tho Turkish 
commissioners for Egypt. Arabi Boy, on learn¬ 
ing that tho commissioner wo aid bo Instructed to 
summon him to Constantinople, stated that ho 
would disobey any such order. 

LoSDOX, May 30,1882.—The Standard's despatch 
from Cairo says: The British government has 
ordered four meu-of-war and a gunboat to pro¬ 
ceed from Snda bay to Alexandria. Arab! Bey 
has privately Informed tho Khedivo that ho la 
already deposed, and that It Is arranged that 
Prince Halim will succeed him. 

The correspondent at Cairo of the Dally News 
denies tho report that the Sultan has deposed 
Mohemed Tewfik.

Pacha succeeds in calming 
them ami further stated that he and tho Khedive 
had definitely acreed to leavo tho settlement of 
all pending questions to the decision of tho 
Sultan. 

A Cairo despatch to the Times says all tho en¬ 
trances to the palace were guarded on Sunday by 
soldiers, who were all ready to cut the telegraph 
lines and open bridges in order to destroy com¬ 
munication with Alexandria. 

A Constantinople despatch to tho Times saya

Springer defiantly declared he 
would not be taken from the floor, and 
Humphreys Baid he would remove him him¬ 
self. 

The Speaker said he could very well af¬ 
ford to allow Springer to make improper re¬ 
marks about /dm, but not to destroy the 
dignity of the House by hiB conduct. He 
would submit any proper motion regarding 
a correction of the journal. 

Mr. Knbtt supported Springer. Although 
he respected the speaker as highly as any¬ 
one, the Speaker was not infaKble. 

The Speaker maintained that the clerk 
acted properly, and after farther talk the 
motion to correct the journal was rejected 
by a vote of 134 to 89.

Several Republicans suggested and Mr.

The House took a recess till 8 p. m. Upon 
reassembling Atherton, of Ohio, who was 
entitled to the floor on the contested election 
case, and who bad an objection to 
speaking to the House in the evening 
session, moved to take a recess until to-mor¬ 
row. A vote was taken by' tellers, who 
reported after a delay of twenty-five minutes 
that there were fifteen ayes and ninety-six 
noes. No quorum. Thereupon a call of 
the House was ordered, the proceedings of 
which occupied another hour fruitlessly. No 
quorum appeared. A vote Was then taken 
on Atherton's motion to take recess to 10 
o’clock to-morrow and resulted yeas ninety- 
three, nays fourteen; the Republicans all 
■ voting in the affirmative. McMillan, of 
Tennessee raised the point of no quorum, 
and the House adjourned.

Paris, May 30.—Some evening journals 
stated yesterday that negotiations were pro¬ 
ceeding between England and France with 
a view to dispatching special envoys to co¬ 
operate with the Turkey commissioners go¬ 
ing to Egypt. At an extraordinary meeting 
of the Cabinet yesterday it was decided to 
send special envoys to Egypt to co-operate 
with the Turkish commissioners in the set¬ 
tlement of tne present crisis, preliminary to 
a conference of the powers at Constantino¬ 
ple. 

The exodus of Europeans continues, all 
the steamers leaving Egypt being crowded. 

London, Mav 30.—A Cairo dispatch to the 
SUMdard says'the military party 1b greatly 
incensed at the terms of the Khedive's com- 
munique reinstating Arabi Bey as Minister 
or War. They consider themselves insulted 
by the passage stating that Arabi Bey was 
only reinstated to preserve peace, which the 
military otherwise would haye broken. A 
deputation of officers visited Arabi Bey'and 
demanded afl a reparation for the insult the 
instant deposition of the Khedive. They 
stated they had their men well in hand and 
ready at a moment’s notice to march on the 
Khedive’s palace. Arabi Bey succeeded in 
calming them, and further stated that he 
and the Khedive, had definitely agreed to 
leave the settlement of all pending ques¬ 
tions to the decision of the Sultan. 

The Timtt Cairo correspondent says all the 
entrances to the palace were guarded Sun¬ 
day by soldiers, who are all ready to cut the 
telegraph lines and burn the bridges, in 
order to destroy communication with Alex¬ 
andria. 

It ia reported an Egyptian man-of-war has 
laid torpedoes around the anchorage of the 
British, French and Italian vessels. 

Arabi Bey is widelv circulating the state¬ 
ment that he has received a telegram from 
the flultan announcing the nomfnation of 
Halem Pasha as Khedive. 
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THE EGYPTIAN CRISIS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE STANDARD. 

Srn,—A little more than a fortnight ago I was in 
Egypt, and while there had opportunities of seeing 
many of the leaders of the. National Party, including 
the redoubtable Arabi Bey himself. Perhaps, therefore, 
in the face of the very alarming telegrams which are 
n qvr daily appearing in the English press, it may be re¬ 
assuring to some of your readers who have friends in 
Egypt to hear that I was entirely unable to deteot the 
least sign of any truculent attitude, whether on reli¬ 
gious or other grounds, towards the European residents. 
Both in Cairo and Alexandria, the attitude of the native 
population was perfectly quiet and courteous, while 
the language of the leaders of the Party at present 
in power was entirely free from bitterness against 
Christians or Europeans. 

I am quite unable to say to what extent a National 
Party exists in Egypt apart from the Army, but of the 
devotion of the Army to Arabi, and of the enthusiasm 
which animates it, I can speak from personal observation. 
This enthusiasm lies by no means in the direction of 
military enterprises, but is chiefly for internal reforms. 
I was repeatedly assured that there was not the least 
wish to interfere with the Treaty rights of the Powers ; 
that religious toleration was an essential feature ic the 
new policy ; and that the amelioration of the condition 
of the Fellaheen was chiefly aimed at. I was told that 
it was proposed to replace the present hazy justice of 
the village courts by a modern code, for the con¬ 
struction of which reference was being made to 
Europe. National education was represented to 
me as another great aim of the Party, and I was 
invited to inquire for mysel , and see whether con¬ 
siderable results had not already been achieved in the 
direction of reform of the Civi. Service. 

Of course it is easy to say that all thia is merely 
Oriental duplicity, but what I would wish particularly 
to convey to your readers is the strong impression that 
was made upon me by the great earnestness which 
animates the National Party, and which will, I think, 
render the task of forcible suppression to which 
English and French diplomacy appears to be com¬ 
mitted a most difficult and'dangerous one. I should 
have thought that it would have been batter if we, 
instead of assuming our present attitude of uncom¬ 
promising hostility towards Arabi Bey, had endea¬ 
voured, by friendly ooausels, to exercise such a 
moderating influence over the new movement as 
would have brought about a modus vivendi between 
the Khedive and his Ministers. It is probably even 
now not too late to do so, aud thus to avoid an im¬ 
broglio full of danger, the issue of which no one can 
foretell.

GARIBALDI. 

rvNE of the most picturesque figures of modern 
U times has disappeared from the stage of 
action in the death of Giuseppe Garibaldi One 
might almost say that Ills life was the romance 
of the nineteenth century, so crowded were his 
seventy-five years with every variety of ad¬ 
venture, peril, narrow escapes and brilliant 
victories. The Bon of a sailor in Nice, bred to 
the sea on the Mediterranean, imbibing patriot¬ 
ism with his youth and engaging in an abortive 
revolution in early manhood ; then straying to 
South America and lending his aid to the 
struggling province of Rio Grande in its effort 
to wrest independence from brazil, finding 
there a wife who became his lieutenant on the 
field of battle ; attracted to;his native land by 
the Revolution of 1848 and playing a promi¬ 
nent part in that contest; banished and cross¬ 
ing the Atlantic again to become a candle 
manufacturer in a New York suburb; revisit¬ 
ing South America, and finally returning to 
Italy to become the leader in that great move¬ 
ment which culminated in the unification of 
his country—where can be found the career 
which rivals the story of such a life ? 

Garibaldi was essentially a Boldier, and his 
life-work was practically done when he had 
won the victories which made possible a united 
Italy. His attempts to play the role of states¬ 
man proved wretched failures ; but his country 
and the world never ceased, through all his 
blunders on the political field, to honor thb 
nmn who had proved himself in every situa¬ 
tion to be an honest patriot. The petty mis¬ 
takes of his old age are already forgotten, 
while the brilliant achievements of his prime 
grow only more admirable as the years go by. 
The lesson of his unselfish lile is one which a 
practical and material age will do well to 
study. . 

ECHOES FROM ABROAD. 

HE crisis in Egypt has become the burning 
question in European politics. The situa¬ 
tion continued to grow more threatening all last 
week. The Khedive had removed Arabi Bey 
as Minister of War, but was forced to reinstate 
him by the threats of the army that he would 
be killed unless he complied with their de¬ 
mand. Having thus re established his power. 
Arabi Bey outwardly professed himself the 
Khedive s most humble slave and kissed liis 
hand at a public reception; but he had scarcely 
left the palace before he began circulating a 
petition denouncing him, and set on foot in¬ 
trigues for his deposition by the Sultan in favor 
of Halim Pasha. In the meantime the soldiers 
had been growing more arrogant, and finally a 
party of them assaulted the officers at a rail 
road station in Alexandria. The foreign fleets 
made all preparations for hostilities, and the 
danger of a collision appeared imminent. The 
Governments of France and England at last 
agreed to invite the other European Powers 
to a conference for the settlement of the ques¬ 
tion on the basis of the status quo, and the 
invitations were promptly accepted. Mr. Glad¬ 
stone, in announcing this policy to Parlia¬ 
ment, said that the Government considered 
themselves bound to uphold the present Khe¬ 
dive, because he appeared to have acted with 
perfect honor and good faith, and that he did 
not apprehend any immediate necessity for 
landing troops. The adoption of this concert 
of action by the Powers has produced a good 
eflect. and it is hoped that the worst trouble 
is past. A Turkish commissioner started for 
Egypt on the 2d instant. 

The British Parliament reassembled on the 
1st instant, and the House of Commons re¬ 
sumed consideration of the Repression BilL 
Amendments offered by Irish members, modi¬ 
fying certain features, were rejected. Mr. 
Sexton, member for Sligo, in a speech to his 
constituents, violently condemned the Repres¬ 
sion Bill, and declared that there were no 
splits in the Irish party, adding that it was 
never more necessary to rally around Mr. 
Parnell, whom he defended from the assaults 
made upon him. Outrages still occur in Ire¬ 
land, and the tenants on an estate in North 
Kerry were a few days ago compelled by 
one hundred “ moon-lighters ” to swear, on 
the muzzle of a gun, that they would not pay 
their rents unless they were reduced one-half. 
Baron Palles, in opening the Dublin Commis¬ 
sion Assize on the 2d instant, pointed out, as 
affordiag matter for grave reflection, the high 
percentage of undetected crime in the city, and 
the futile results attending all efforts to dis¬ 
cover the perpetrators of the late tragedy. He 
suggested that the present method of detecting 
crime in Ireland might with advantage be re¬ 
considered. At a recent Irish meeting in Lon¬ 
don a speaker received loud applause for ex¬ 
pressing the hope that Mr. Gladstone would be 
assassinated next. The Government, however, 
continues to pursue a liberal policy, and the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland has said that he 
trusted soon to be able to liberate the last of 
the suspects. 

The announcement is made from St. Peters¬ 
burg that the Czar has decided to grant re¬ 
forms. A commission has already been organ¬ 
ized to examine local institutions, and two 
more will be instituted to consider the question 
of central institutions and the share in the ad¬ 
ministration to be given to the people, all three 
being under General Loris Melikoff as supreme 
head. A manifesto will soon be issued, stating 
that the Czar desires to celebrate his corona¬ 
tion by granting reforms, but that he is com¬ 
pelled to postpone the ceremony for'a year 
because of the impossibility of completing pre¬ 


parations sooner. The Russian National Ex¬ 
hibition was opened at Moscow on the 1st 
instant, and at.a banquet in the evening the 
Czar’s health was drunk with enthusiasm. 

Trouble has broken out between Spain and 
Uraguay because of the repeated outrages on 
the person and property of Spanish subjects in 
the latter country. The Spanish Minister has 
been ordered to ask satisfaction.—The 2?apo- 
leon, organ of Prince Jerome Napoleon, has 
suspended publication for lack of popular sup¬ 
port.—Nearly two hundred conscripts and re¬ 
servists are on trial at Berlin for unauthorized 
emigration. __

master Filley, of St. Louis, who has had the 
matter in charge.

ment The rush of immigration from Great 
Britain across Canada has set in very vigorously 
this season, the departures from Montreal for. 
the Northwest now averaging 1,000 a day, 
and the great scheme just inaugurated will 
doubtless give a fresh impetus to the move¬ 
ment. —s— 

Thebe is no longer any question as to the 
position which Decoration Day is to occupy on 
our short list of public holidays. Its observance 
becomes annually more general, and reports 
from all parts of the country agree that it was 
never before-so fully recognized as thiB year. 
It comes at the ideal season for an outing, and 
from the pleasure-seeker’s point of view has in 
this respect the advantage of all our other 
holidays, while the patriotic flavor which at¬ 
taches to it appears to grow more pervasive 
as the years go by. Its widening popularity is 
one of the best signs of the times. 

The good work of obliterating the old sec¬ 
tional line which so long divided North and 
South goes steadily forward. The Northern 
and Southern branches of the Presbyterian 
Church, which became very bitter against 
each other in the old slavery days, have just 
taken steps at their respective councils in 
Springfield, Ill., and Atlanta, Ga., towards 
wiping out the old scores and uniting forces 
in the near future. Every such movement 
is to be heartily welcomed as tending to 
strengthen the bonds which are now year by 
year drawing more closely together in a com¬ 
mon country.the once warring sections. 

Great as was the amount of railroad-build¬ 
ing in the United States last year, it seems 
certain that the total for 1882 will largely ex¬ 
ceed it. During the first five months of the 
present year there have been built 3,480 miles 
of track on 120 lines of railroad, against only 
1,500 in the same period of 1881. The extent 
of these operations is illustrated by the fact 
that tracks has been laid in no less than thirty- 
six States and Territories this year, the 
largest amount being in Texas. The only danger 
is that the business of railroading is being 
overdone by such wholesale operations, and 
that the present wonderful activity may be 
followed by a serious reaction. 

The popular disgust with the average State 
Legislature appears to be growing all the 
while. Massachusetts has hitherto managed to 
retain considerable respect for her “ Great 
and General Court,” to use the old-fashioned 
title still sometimes employed, but the body 
which has just adjourned comes in lor general 
censure throughout the Bay State. It wasted 
so much time that the session dragged through 
five months, and then the lazy and incompetent 
members made a desperate, though unsuccess¬ 
ful, attempt on the last night to increase their 
pay by $150 or $200 apiece. The result 
promises to be a decided impetus to the move¬ 
ment for biennial elections and sessions.

THE PR0PO3ED CONFERENCE, 

Paris, June 16.—It is semi-offioially stated 
that all the powers have agreed to the request 
for an immediate assembling of a conference on 
the Egyptian question.

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Halim Pasha and His Sister. 


Halim Pasha, whom Arab! Bey wishes to 
have appointed Khedive of Egypt ia place of 
Tcwfiic, is the only surviving son of the famous 
Mehemet Ali, the Macedonian adventurer who 
was raised to power at the beginning of this 
century through his own abilities and the 
favor of the Mamelukes, whom ho afterwards 
exterminated most treacherously on their as¬ 
sembling at his invitation in the Cairo citadel. 
Halim, as the eldest male member of the family 
of Mehemet Ali, is the rightful successor to the 
latter's rights under the common law of the 
Moslem world. He is a “jolly good fellow,” well 
educated, as Orientals go, and’thoroughly cos¬ 
mopolitan in his tastes. He is now nearly sixty 
years of age, but still preserves his agility, and 
shows none of tho traces of pleasure, of which he 
hasbeeu accused of being rather fond still. Ho 
has resided for years in a splendid palace on 
the Bosphorus, hut he has been in the habit of 
spending a good deal of his time in Cairo, 
Alexandria and Paris—especially Paris. He 
has the knack of making men like him, more 
for his own personal qualities than for his 
liberality, and ho has hosts of friends wherever 
lie has mingled with people—among the Be¬ 
douins of the desert as well as in the salons of 
• the capitals of Europe. With Bismarck he i s 
a favorite, and alter President Grdvy had met 
him the chief of the French Republic openly 
expressed the opinion that a mistake had been 
made in preferring Tewflk to him wheu 
the Powers forced Ismail to resign. Ismail 
himself is the grandson of Mehemet 
All, nod therefore the nephew of Halim, 
while Tewfik, being Ismail’s son, is Halim’s 
grand nephew. Of Halim’s brothers, Ibrahim 
conquered Syria from tho Turks in 1889, and 
would have wrested the caliphate from the Os- 
manli family had not the Powors put a stop to 
his victorious career, and Said ruled Egypt 
after the sudden demise of Ibrahim's sou, Ab¬ 
bas. His sister, who married Defterdar, whose 
name is still familiar in Egypt and in Constan¬ 
tinople, was instrumental in securing Abbas’ 
death. The was a terror to her brother, Said, 
as well as to many another good Mussulman. 
She was a woman of great beauty and talent, 
and without the least moral sense. To commit 
a murder was as common-place a deed for her 
as drinking a bottle of champagne is to her 
still living” brother. When at the height of 
her power she had a way of enticing her 
enemies into her palace—she was then 
a widow—by baits that man is only too prone to 
catch at. They u|ually walked into the snare, 
and came out only sewn up in sacks as food for 
the fish of the Nile. Said banished her to Con¬ 
stantinople at the beginning of the Crimean 
war, and there she played the same tricks, until 
one night she drank a enp of coffee that did not 
agree with her, and she departed this life as she 
had forced many a viotim of her wiles to depart 
it.

only with difficulty that he agreed to give Admiral 
Seymour authority to land marines if necessary for the 
protection of British lives and property. The rule of 
Mr. Bright and men of his school is that we should 
scuttle out ot Egypt as soon as possible ; and it is quite 
certain that if the Government should be compelled to 
adopt active measures Mr. Bright would retire. It is a 
mistake, however, to associate Mr. Chamberlain with Mr. 
Bright in Egyptian affairs. The President of the Board 
of Trade and Sir C. Dilke are in favour of a strong policy; 
and I believe that the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
too has felt some difficulty in accepting the weak, shiftless, 
and spiritless action of his chief. The Egyptian ques¬ 
tion is fraught with peril to the Ministry, and may even 
lead to its break up. No Government was probably 
ever beset with so many difficulties—Parliamentary, 
domestic, and foreign—ami it i< only the gigantic reputa¬ 
tion of Mr. Gladstone that keeps it together. If he 
were withdrawn it would tumble to pieces in a week.—

In case of war, Eng¬ 
land could put troops from India into 
Suez on the east, and from the 
Mediterranean into Port Said and 
Alexandria. Should the landing be simul¬ 
taneous, Arabi would not find it easy to re¬ 
treat to the desert, as he is said to have 
planned, and he would be at a disadvantage 
in a fight. 
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IF Arabi Bey really wanted to destroy the Suez Canal he would cut some of the long lines of artificial 
embankments in the interior. 
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Egyptian affairs have continued to grow 
more unsettled during tlie past week. 
The danger of actual war with England, 
and perhaps France, has become immi¬ 
nent. English troops are being hurried 
towards Egypt from various points, and 
Europeans are making haste to leave the 
country. Arabi Bey certainly talks war 
vigorously, and appearances indicate that 
he will fight. The latest reports indicate 
that operations have been commenced 
for the destruction of the Suez Canal, 
barges laden with stone having been sent 
to be sunk in the channel, and explosives 
prepared for blowing up the works. It is 
said that a plan for blocking up the canal, 
prepared by a Russian officer, has been 
discovered. Work upon the fortifications 
at Alexandria is being pressed forward. 
Heavy guns are being mounted in position 
to sweep the harbor. It is also reported 
that there are some indications of disa¬ 
greement between England and France. 
On the whole, the situation appears quite 
serious. 
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ITotes on tie Egyptian Muddle. j 
Every day which passes without wit J 
nessing the beginning o 1 actual wsrfaic 
at Alexandria, makes it more probable 
that there "19111 be no fighting. Arttbi 
Bey has stopped work on the fortifica¬ 
tions either because of Admiral Sey¬ 
mour’s threats or of the Sultans orders. 
The English do not wish to fight if war 
can he avoided, and as for the Egypt 
ian troops, fighting is the furthest 
from their desires, if the story told 
by the Alexandria correspondent 
of the London Times is worthy of 
credence. He gives the substance of 
an interview with a distinguished 
Egyptian Moslem,who says there are on¬ 
ly two parties in Egypt.theragamufiins, 
who desire any sort oE a disturbance in 
hopes of getting something out of it, 
and all the rest, who wish to avoid dis 
turbance for fear of losing what they 
have. As to the army making a third 
party, he claimed that very few soldiers j 
would be faithful to Arabi if they j 
had anything harder to do than mareh- j 
ing through Alexandria. They would j 
fighS for him against women and 
children, hut not with half their nunt- 

I ber of armed men. “Near Sen near on 
the Nile,” he added, “fifteen hundred of 
them, armed with Kemington rifles, met 
less than two thousand followers of the 
false prophet, armed with Bedouin 
guns, sticks aud knives. They were 
led "up in firm order. They fired one 
volley, took the rifles by the barrels 
flung them into the crowd, and bolted.” 

A writer in the New York Times, who 
has been traveling in the East, appre¬ 
hends serious trouble at no distant day 
from the adherents of this false proph¬ 
et, who is, according to prophecy, to 
emerge from concealment on the lAli 
of November next, and to initiate a new 
era of Moslem, conquest. One of his 
arms is to be longer than the other, 
he will be forty years old, his 
father will be a Mohammed 
and his mother a Fatima. 
The individual is already designated in 
the person of a son of Sidi Mohammed, 
a fanatical revivalist directly descended 
from the Prophet. This Messinhshtp 
has been preached for many years and 
has gained thousands of adherents, es 
i pccially in the Soudan in North Africa, 
where the Moslem, failh and energy, 
apparently lost by the immediate sub¬ 
jects of the Turkish Sultan, flourishes 
with great vigor. 



Notes on the Egyptian Muddle. 
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Judge Batchellek, one of the Judges 
* of the International Tribunal in Egypt, now 
in New York, contends that, as a matter of 
fairness, Europe should come to terms with 
Arabi Bey. Iu presenting what he calls the 
Egyptian side of the case, he says: 

Should the powers make terms with Arabi ho 
would probably not object to the maintenance of 
a supervisory inspection of their financial ad* 
ministration by England and France, but lie 
wouid not restore them to power. What his 
dreams may be as to the future I do not know. 
It is probable that he has aspirations for an 

i 

Arabic nation with a Calif as president at its 
head. He has caused to be printed in Arabic and 
circulated the Constitution of the United States, 
i and has inquired earnestly as to the details of 
our government and its institutions, and he has 
repeatedly declared that his people were not yet 
prepared for self-government to the extent of a 
republic. He modeled his government of last 
September substantially on the English plan—a 
parliament and a responsible ministry. At no 
time has he shown a disposition to throw off the 
suzerainty of the Sultan or repudiate the tribute 
payable to him. Doubtless the Sultan has en¬ 
couraged him in his revolution, but only to have 
an excuse to intervene for the establishment of 
peace with a single eye upon the flesh-pots of 
Egypt 
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If tuk dispatch of a flag of truck 
is the preliminary to an unconditional sur¬ 
render, which is the only reasonable interpre¬ 
tation to which it is open, the process of sup¬ 
pressing Arabi Bey's rebellion will have been 
even more speedy than had been anticipated. 
The mere capture of Alexandria would not in 
itselfhave been of very much use, but it Is 
understood that the leader of the insurrection, 
for reasons best known to himself, has been 
at the pains to concentrate the Egyptian 
forces in that city, aod as the only 
available line of retreat is covered by 
the guns of the British ironclads, Arabi’s 
soldiers are caught like a rat in a trap, 
and have no alternative but to submit at dis¬ 
cretion. How Arab! could have made such a 
foolish and fatal blunder as to quarter bis 
troops at Alexandria, which is equivalent to 
running his bead straight into the lion’s 
month, is incomprehensible. He might have 
given the English, a great deal of trouble had 
he retreated into the interior, but apparently 
he neither understands what be is doing or 
how he ought to do It.

Lower Egypt, and about SOQO in¬ 
fantry and SOOO cavalry in. tho .Bou* 
dan. The infantry are armed with 
Remington rifles and tbo flbld artillery with 
Krupp breech-1 ending guns. Tho fighting 
powers of all these troops aro very dubious in¬ 
deed. Those in the Souduu, have been beaton 
again andagaipby tbo Abyssinian King John, 
whoso for tun 3 wo niado by our Abyssinian 
expedition, and in any oase they could not be 
withdrawn for tho defense of Lower Egypt.

Preparing Thermometers.—A t the Physi¬ 
cal Society on May Gtb, a paper “ On the Adjustment 
of the Mercurial Thermometer. ” was read by Pr. Guthrie 
in lieu of its author. Dr. Brown. The chief points 
bro ’ght out were that in getting the zero the ice should 
| be kept wet and not strained, and the water employed 
I for this purpose should be distilled water, where great 
| accuracy is desired. It does not seem to matter from 
i what source the ice is obtained. Thermometers ought 
not to be unduly heated after the zero is determined 
I as this sometimes alters the zero, and Mr. Whipple, of 
[ Kew, advised scientific purcha j ers of thermometers to 
! be particular as to this, because it was a precaution often 
neglected by makers. . Dr. Brown also exhibited a 
microscope for calibrating the tube which had an extra 
object glass consisting of half a lens, which brought the 
end of the mercury column into the same focus as the 
division on the glass tube, thereby saviog the observer 
from the discomfort of having to vary his focus while 
calibrating. Professor Clyton, the President of the 
Society, however, called attention to the fact that half 
lenses =ometiraes distorted their image. In the course 
of the discussion Mr. J. Macfarlane Gray suggested that 
the thermometers iised by Itegnault in his celebrated 
I specific heat experiments should be re-examined as tc 
their accuracy by means of our improved methods of ad- 
j ustment.— Engineering. 

False Hair.— The Lancet says that hair 
has been so ill treated by fashion that its vitality is now 
seriously impaired. Whit with the strain and over¬ 
heating due to the blending of the false with the real, 
the binding, the crimpiDg, the curling, and the dveing, 
a vast number of ladies have prematurely lost all or a 
great part of this graceful appendage of the human form 
divine. Hence the unwelcome fashion, adopted per 
force, of wearing short hair, as preferable to no hair, 
has gained ground, and we hope that the refreshing 
effect of the scissors may repair some of the mischief 
done. At the same time, the demand for false hair has 
greatly increased, while the supply has diminished to an 
extent qualified as perfectly alarming by the West-end 
coiffeurs. Europeans either will not sell their hair or 
have no longer any hair to sell ; and the crade has been 
compelled to travel farther afield. The actual supply 
of false hair for the European markets is now for the 
most part imported, v : ;t Marseilles, from Asia Minor, 
India, China, and Japan. But the hair imported from 
these countries is almost invariably black, and fails 
utterly to harmonise with the auburn and golden tint 
that so well befit a northern complexion. It has there¬ 
fore been found necessary to boil the hair in diluted 
nit ic acid to deprive it of its original colour, and it can 
then be dved to the tint most in vogue. This operation 
has, however, been attended with considerable danger 
to the workmen engaged in this new handicraft. Severe 
coughs, bronchitis, and other accidents were the 
natural results of the nitrous vapours escaping from 
the cauldrons used for boiling the hair. This new 
danger, appears to have been first discovered by Dr. 
Felix, of Bucharest, and the Roumanian Council of 
Hygiene has issued a circular to all members of the 
trade warning them of the danger, and suggesting the 
necessary precautions.

A Story Concerning tbe Egyptian 
Hero Tent Reads Elbe a Biblical 
Narrative.

Upon hearing the name Uraby I pricked 
up my ears; for was not this the famous 
Arabi Bey who was playing such a part in 
modem Egyptian politics?

mallah), to there pray that she might be 
blessed soon with a male child, that she ; 

During the 
night that this true Arabian girl, who was 
on the eve of marriage, spent at the tomb of 
the soul-giving Nafeessah she had a dream. 

A man clothed in the robes of the religious 
order of law doctors appeared to her, say¬ 
ing :“Go in peace to thy intended husband, 
for thou slialt find favor in his eyes.”

In tbe fullness of time she gave birth to a 
male child, and when the midwife bore the 
glad tidings to the father he exclaimed : 
“Abmad-nl-l’Aha !’’ which means "I praise 
God.” Wherefore all the women friends, 
when they heard what the father had said, 
declared that the boy Bhould be called 
Ahmad. Ahmed grew up to be a stalwart

Tho reports which arc now coming freely 
oyer the wires expressing dissatisfaction be¬ 
cause a military advance has not been made 
into Egypt to strike the forces of Arabl Bey, 
are probably in a great measure due to the 
conservative party and jingoism. To many 
army officers it is doubtless galling that they 
are restrained from making a campaign which 
they confidently expected.. On the other hand, 
the British government In this Instance has 
shown a disposition to confer with otbor pow¬ 
ers, to restrain ite forces, abide by the limits it 
had laid down, and remember the grounds of 
action which It asserted, It has about gained 
the co-operation of France by the oourse which 
was expected by some critics to alienate that 
power, and Europe in goneral is not antagon¬ 
ized. It may bo the painful fact that Arab! 
Bey is gathering his forces, and that 
a worse reckoning will have to be 
paid for delay. The government that 
had taken this for granted, and acted on the 
theory of the average British conservative, 
would not have let the world sea the 
proof of need for intervention, and might 
bavo got oredib instead for setting Europe in 
a blaze by rash disregard of tho common coun¬ 
sel. There will bo force enough found to crush 
Arab! Boy after the period of delay nocasaary 
to reassure and harmouizo tho European con¬ 
cert. There ore evils lu the ordinary admin¬ 
istration of justice which violence for once 
may remedy. There aro evil3 incident to di¬ 
plomatic waiting and trust?, but it is hoped, 
they are overbalanced'by tho good In the long 
run. Doubtless there are still terrible events 
fa store for the Christians and many of the 
people in Egypt, and destitution, crimo and, 
disease will do deadly work, beside the fanati¬ 
cism of tho Arabs and the brutality of a disor¬ 
ganized army; but the co-operation of differ¬ 
ent powers will tend to save Europe from mis¬ 
understanding aud war over a matter which is

ActodAmerlcans la Favor, 

The following Is a translation of an extract 
from a letter addressed by the Groek consul at 
Cairo, Egypt, to a friend In Now Orleans, 
under date of June 29—June 17, according to 
our style of computation: 

‘The riot at Alexandria oa Sunday, has 
caused great excitement and uneasiness hero. 
Per months business has been paralyzed, and 
now a great many of the business houses are 
either closing up or thinking about doing so. 
The bourse Is almost entirely dosor tod, the 
divans are unfrequented, and the public • 
thoroughfares aro given oVer to. bands of 
Arabs so excited that any trivial incident 
would impel them to rioting, and bloodshed. 

“I bays no reason to question the sincerity 
of Arabi Bey in desiring to diminish tho re¬ 
straint imposed upon hfs countrymen by the 
British and French—yie formerIn particular, 

I bare known him for some years, and do not 
believe that his present aggretelve attitude is 
prompted by a longing for salf-aggraudtzo- 
ment, _Kis motives arc thoroughly honest, 
and he Is as bravo os truo to tiiB oausa he has 
at heart. Bat ho is going the wrong way to 
work. Instead of endeavoring to win thesup- 
poit of tho more educated and influential, 
among the Nationalists, he seams tuba expend¬ 
ing all his powder in firing the Ignorant 
masses who have attached themselves to tho 
National party merely because they see that 
the opposition faction, of whioh the u he dive is 
the head, is not doing much to court their sup¬ 
port. If Arab! would ignore these until, he 
should have secured the corporation of tho 
hotter class of his countrymen, he might do 
for Egypt what Maurocordato did for Graeco, 
or what Casfcelar is doing for Spain. Hordes 
of ignorant fanatic^ incapable of ail except- 
ing incendiarism and murder, will never 
strengthening cause. . 

“In spite of the trouble withmy foet, I havo 
succeeded in gotfcing out sufficiently to ascer¬ 
tain the exact condition of public feeling he 
this critical moment.' It is mainly against the 
British that the popular mind is inflamed. 
Those holding government appointments are 
terribly intolerant in their dealings toward 
the natives subordinate to them. An English¬ 
man rarely loses an opportunity to insult an 
Arab, and often does him personal violence. 
One day last week, as I was leaving the vlca- 
regal palace, I saw a prominent English resi¬ 
dent, who had stopped a well-known native 
teacher on the street and was holding a brief 
conversation with him, stroke and spit upon 
the beard of the latter, [This, next to a kick 
Is considered bv an Arab to be the greatest o£ 
all outrages.—Trans.] Tho French aro mere 
tolerable; but, os you are aware, a French¬ 
man is a beaurocrat, and human at that. It 
would certainly take but vary little to cause a 
genral rising against all Europeans. 

“ As you are making a temporary home of 
tho United States, It may be Interesting to 
youto knowhow the American stands with 
the Egyptians. I have no hesitation In savinc 
that they are very popular. Stone Pasha, the 
consuls and other Americans, visiters and res¬ 
idents hero, have auucceeded in making an ex¬ 
cellent imn r ei 3 lon upon the people; but I fear 
that, should a general uprising take place, the 
Americans would fare no better than any 
other nationality, inasmuch as the populace 
would be unable to distinguish them, even If 
their fanaticism against ail Infidels could be 
tempered toward devoting time for discrim¬ 
ination, 

“But ibo Turk! It is no exaggeration to 
say that, although a co-raligionisD, ho is as 
cordially hated and thoroughly mistrusted in 
Egypt, as in Greece and elsewhere. Should 
the sultan attempt to interpose, either now or 
in the immediate future, I firmly believe that 
the people would make him the first recipient 
of all thosB fearful atrocities whioh we are 
pleased to term warfare. Their furv would 
be directed against him rather than "against 
tho British and French. Turkey’s sun in 
Egypt is fast setting. Each new oompany^f 
Arabs which arrives in the cltv immediately 
sets to work to Influence the minds of those al¬ 
ready here, by Imparting to thorn some of the 
anti-Turkish precepts of tha hostile trlbea In' 
the Soudan, wheae leader proclaims himself to' 
bo EL Mehdf, the Messiah, . Theso teachings 
are spreading like wiid-fire through the land 
and those who become converted by them 
swear, in. tho most solemn manner they know* 1 
how to swear, they will not rest until Turkey 
is punished for persistently ooquetting with 
the European. There is littlo doubt that wo 
are.on the eve of great and tragic events in 
this sunny land. The situation is becoming 
more strained daity, and is terribly compli¬ 
cated. Arabi Bay and the Nationalists have 
many foe3 and friends, and should a collision 
occur they must expect, to he dealt with in a 
high-handed manner. But in the event of an 
Anglo-French interposition, I do not antici¬ 
pate any Berious complications." 
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THAT the Egyptians under Arabi Bey are girding up their loins for a prolonged struggle has become 
evident.

" Yee, L saw Arabi Pasha twice during my 
last visit to Egypt,” said Dr. Henry'M. Field, 
yesterday afternoon, as he sat in his private 
room in the office of the Evangelist, to a repre¬ 
sentative of the Herald. “ The first time I saw 
him but a moment, but the second time I was 
in his society for a whole evening. It was last 
February. Consul-General Wolf, with General 
Stone, the Chief of Staff to the Khedive, and 
some Americans passing the winter in Cairo, 
thought it would be pleasant to celebrate Wash¬ 
ington’s birthday with a grand dinner, which 
was given at the hotel where I was stopping. 
It brought together a distinguished company, 
although it is not common for Arabs and 
Europeans to mingle, aud all the Khedive’s 
Ministers were present. There was the great¬ 
est curiosity to see Arabi Bey, aud 1 was placed 
opposite him at the table. 

“Be is a man of large physique and rather 
heavy features; but his eye looked as if it 
might flash fire were he aroused. He had com¬ 
mitted a gross act of insubordination in lead¬ 
ing the army against the Government, for 
which, had Ismail Pacha been still Khedive, he 
would undoubtedly have been shot. I felt that 
he might be destined to supreme power or 
death, and T observed him closely. His manner 
was very quiet, and although it was a merry 
party, and Americans and Europeans on all 
sides were gayly drinking wine, he was very 
grave, and I noticed that he did not even raise 
the cup to his lips. He spoke Arabic, but 
through the interpreter he told me that be had 
eome^out that evening, although not feeling 
well, to do honor to the memory of a man who 
had freed his country from a foreign yoke. I 
felt that he was thinking that what Washing¬ 
ton had done for America he might do for 
Egypt.” 

“ Do you consider him a great man ?’’ 

“He is now to prove whether he is a great 
man," replied Dr. Field. “ But I was not im¬ 
pressed with his greatness. He is unquestion¬ 
ably a very brave man, for he took his life in 
his hand when he revolted against the Govern¬ 
ment, but his looks do not indierte greatness. 
A most excellent portrait of him was given in 
the London Illustrated News thicc or four weeks 
ago. His heavy jaw shows a strong will, and 
liis eye indicates craft, but if he proves himself 
a great man lie will disappoint most people who 
have studied his face, probably.” 

“Do you consider him a sincere patriot and 
a devout Moslem, or merely an ambitious and 
unscrupulous intriguer, eager to imitate the 
great Mebemet Ali ?” 

“ He is a Moslem above ail things. A gentle¬ 
man who knew him iutimately told me that he 
is very devout in private. He was educated at 
the great University of Cairo, where the in¬ 
struction relates chiefly to the Koran and the 
matters embraced Id the Moslem system. Un¬ 
doubtedly be is thoroughly established in the 
faith of Mohammed. He is also considered bv 
those who know him well a sincere patriot— 
tbat is, he desires to elevate Egypt and make 
his country great. But undoubtedly selfish am¬ 
bition is mingled with his devotion to Egypt 
and Mohammed, and he would like to make 
himself a monarch .”—New York Herald.

Arabi Bey’s letter to Gladstone, which 
was written befor’e, but not rebeived until 
after, the bombardment of Alexandria, 
removes any doubt that may have ex¬ 
isted as to the depths of the writer’s in¬ 
tentions.

If the priesthood of all the different 
sects among the believers in the Koran in¬ 
terest themselves in the work, there is 
ample reason for the British statesman to 
look serious. It does not follow that, if 
there were a general religious war, the 
European Powers would help England to 
hold her own. There are those among 
them which could see her bereft of her 
Indian possessions, and her “scientific 
frontier” knocked to pieces, with emi¬ 
nent satisfaction. ' A rising of any mag¬ 
nitude in India would place a very differ¬ 
ent phase on matters, and many would 
not be slow to predict that the disintegra¬ 
tion of the British Empire was at hand. 
Some, at least, would be sure that Ire¬ 
land’s opportunity had come at last. If 
it should occur that in such a contingency 
England would have to depend upon 
herself, the strength of the empire would 
be tested as it has n ever been tested before. 

Would all the dependencies,-Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, 
send contingents and enter the struggle 
with loyal spontaneity, or would they 
prove that the empire was held together 
by slight cords by acting as if it was no af¬ 
fair of theirs? Would the children refuse 
to succor the parent and help pave tlic 
way for Macaulay’s New Zealander “to 
take his stand on a broken arch of Lon¬ 
don Bridge to sketch the ruins of St. 
Paul’s”? It is not to be forgotten that 
the Queen of England rules over many 
more Mohammedans than she does Chris¬ 
tians. If the revolt was truly along the 
religious line, brains would have to take 
the place of large numbers to give her the 
victory. There is a flue suggestion fur¬ 
nished for the manufacture of imaginative 
history in Arabi Bey’s letter, and who 
can say that some things here outlined 
are altogether foolishly visionary? 

The great thing in England’s favor in 
her contests with the Mohammedans is the 
moral weakness of their leaders. Treach* 
ery, duplicity, corruption, have their 
victories occasionally, but they do not 
last long. Perhaps the sensual element 
of the Mohammedan religion has hopelessly 
undermined the’character of its votaries. 
At all events, for some cause the capacity 
is not iu them for the intelligent and 
organized effort without which no great 
movement caiVbe led to a successful issue, ' 
however numerously it may be supported. 
There is a fatal defect in Islam some¬ 
where. Its numbers may be increasing, 
but it lias long passed its meridian. Still 
it does not follow that in its struggles ; 
changes may notensuetlmt will not be for i 
the advantage of England. 
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LAST NIGHT'S PARLIAMENT. 

Earl. Granville, replying to the Earl of Carnarvon

since Monday, but as he had before stated, they did not 
know how much credit to give to the reports of 
travellers from the interior. Answering, subsequently, 
a question by Sir S. Northcctc, he said the 
Turkish Government had not accepted the Note of the 
Conference, but it had stated that it considered the 
essence of the Note to be a proposal to send troops, and 
that it accepted the essence of the proposal. It was 
| entirely open to the Porto to discuss the terms under 
1 which Turkish troops were to be despatched to Egypt.

They 
consequently recommended that a revised scale 
should be adopted, which, whilst it took nothing 
from any of the men would give an advance to all 
except tyvo, whose cases were peculiar. The altera¬ 
tion would have the effect of giving about Is. 6d. per 
week more to the first class oonatabies, and Is. per 
week more to those of the second class, with a 
definite rise in twelve months if their conduct was 
creditable, and constables on their appointment 
would receive 23s. instead of 22s. 6d. per week, 
remaining only four weeks in the probationary 
class instead of six. First class inspectors 
would receive 46s., second class inspectors 42s,, 
anil third class 38s., for two years. Detectives 
would be paid 32s. per week, merit ser¬ 
geants 33s., first class sergeants 32s., and second 
class sergeants 30s. The wages of the constables 
would range from 23s. in the fourth class to 28s. fid. 
in the merit class, the adoption of this scale requiring

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LAST NIGHT'S PARLIAMENT. 

In the House of Lords yesterday, Earl Granville, 
in reply to the Earl of Carnarvon, said the letter to 
Mr. Gladstone, purporting to be written by Arabi 
Bey, waa the only communication received from that 
quarter.

WAR IS EGYPT. 

THE SITUATION. 

Alexandria, July 26—The Egyptian vessel 
Choakeh left this morning to take on board the 
garrison at Aboukir, which had declared its 
loyalty to the Khedive, and to land a party to 
spike the guns on the works. She has uot yet 
returned. The garrison numbered 2000. At 9 
o'clock last evening a decided attempt was made 
to surprise tho British outposts under cover of 
darkness. A force of 600 men approached close 
to the British lines, when the Thirty-eighth Regi¬ 
ment opened fire. The enemy then retreated 
precipitately. During tho remainder of the night 

the Egyptians continued moving about just be¬ 
yond range. The attempt was preceded by re¬ 
ports that Arabi Pasha was attempting to treat 
for conditions for his surrender, and that a white 
flag was flying over his eutrenchmenta. 
Tlie reports were probably circulated to lull 
tho vigilanco of the British. A force of 250 
rifles and some native police to-day surrounded 
tho village of farm ns, beyond Poinpey’s Pillar, 
where there is a regular market for loot, and 
seized a few cartloads. Tweaty-five Germans 
landed at Port Said to guard llie German Consu¬ 
late. Retail trade has revived Bomewhat In Alex¬ 
andria. The center of the great square Is fill! ng 
with cafes and booths. It has been proved that 
Bedouins and the Khedive’s servants really did 
the looting, at Bainieh. An oflicial from tho Uer- 
1 man foreign office is expected to arrive in Alex¬ 
andria to-morrow. His visit is the first of the 
kind since tho deposition of Ismail, the late K lie- 
dive. It is understood that he is tho bearer of 
important dispatches. 

InleUgence has boen received that Demsch 
Pasha, on his arrival at Constantinople, stated 
that, after the bombardment of Alexandria, the 
English engaged in various acts 
, of violence against the inhabauts 
and pillaged and burned the town. The 
strict inquiry and thorough search by soldiers of 
Kilz prove the reports that British soldiers 
looted the palace at Ramleh to he en¬ 
tirely false.

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ENGLAND’S ISOLATION. 

The Europeau news this morning is more 
than ever threatening, and the indications 
multiply that the business upon which Eng¬ 
land has just entered in the Erst will involve 
very inucb more than the subjugation of Arab! 
Bey and the reorganization of an Egyptian 
government. Perhaps the most ominously 
significant feature of the situation is the atti¬ 
tude of the Sultan. His conduct is such as to 
render a collision between Turkey and Great 
Britain a by no means remote contingency. 
There is good cause to believe that the 
Porte has from the very beginning of 
these troubles played a double game. It 
is thought in London that it has been 
secretly encouraging Arabi Bey all th? 
time that it has been professing an anxiety 
for the rehabilitation of the Khedive’s au¬ 
thority and for the suppression of ill? pend¬ 
ing rebellion, and this suspicion receives 
strong confirmation from the Sultan's present 
conduct. His evasive refusal to proclaim 
Arabi Bey a traitor is producing a very bad 
effect upon the relations between the Porte 
and the British government. In diplomatic 
language the situation is dangerously strained. 
The English cannot understand what legiti¬ 
mate reason there can'.bo for such reluctance 
in this connection as Turkey is exhibiting, 
aud they construe it to mean that Turkey at 
heart is sympathetic with Arabi Bey rather 
than otherwise, which is not at all an unnat¬ 
ural deduction. 

From this view of the matter it logically 
follows that England should make the out¬ 
lawry of Arabi Bey a condition precedent to 
the dispatch of Turkish troops to E^ypt, and 
the report that Admiral Seymour has instruc¬ 
tions to prevent the lauding of such troops i 
until that condition has been observed is ex¬ 
tremely probable. This is a condition of 
tbiDgs which is not favorable to harmony, and 
it cannot long continue without culminating 
in an open rupture, by which the difficulties 
against which Great Britain is contending 
would be very greatly increased. But 
if Egypt were the only country from 
which there were anything to be feared, 
the prospect would be one of comparative 
cheerfulness and simplicity. But the fact ’ 
seems to be that there is not one of the great i 
Powers, with the possible exception of Ger¬ 
many, whose attitude is Sphinx-like in its in¬ 
scrutable mystery, which does not regard the 
operations of England in the East with jeal¬ 
ousy and disapproval. Russia is so far dis¬ 
satisfied at what is going on that it has with¬ 
drawn its representative from the conference, 
and there is a story current that it is about to 
oppose the development of the British pro¬ 
gramme by force of arms if necessary. 

It is probably safe to leave France out of the 
question, for though the action of Great Britain 
is not favorably regarded at Paris, the country 
has reasons of its own for electing to maintain 
an attitude of strict neutrality. Italy has re¬ 
fused point blank a British invitation to co¬ 
operate in the Egyptian campaign, and it is 
understood that Austria is prepared to assume 
the same attitude. It thus appears that Greit 
Britain i» absolutely isolated, and that 
while she is without allies, there are two 
Powers which are inclined to bo aggres¬ 
sively hostile. This is not a very com¬ 
fortable condition of affairs for the English 
to contemplate, especially as they have gone 
too far now to recede, but it is certain that 
whatever the sequel may be, it will ba met 
without flinching, and that there will be no 
abandonment of a deliberately adopted course 
because there Ib a lion in the path. J >bn Bull 
is no cr&von, and when his blood is np he is 
hard to hold. 
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The ComparJitive Strength* 

Arab! Bey is said to have about 70,- 
000 men. Up to the present time the 
British government has not sent 
more than 10,000 troops into Egypt 
and is therefore illy prepared to cope 
with the saucy rebel. In the mean 
time Arabi is constantly strengthen¬ 
ing himself and making great pre¬ 
parations for defence. A movement 
of the English forces to the front has 
been ordered and the music may be¬ 
gin shortly now. 
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No important blow has been struck in Egypt, and indeed it could hardly be expected yet, seeing that the 
British force at present assembled there is in point of numbers much less than the reputed strength of the 
army of the rebel leader, ARABI BEY. 
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Eminent Egyptians. 

In spite of the War, two emi¬ 
nent Egyptians suspected of en¬ 
tertaining a sneaking partiality— 
or pashality— for Arabi Bet, 
will, it is stated for certain, not 
quit our shores. Their names 
are Herne Bet and Pegwell 
Bet. The latter is at present 
actively interested in a large 
Shrimp Pottery Business not far 
from Ramsgate.

England's Intentions. 

London, August lOtb.—In the Commons to¬ 
day Gladstone stated that Admiral Seymour ba9 
given the Khedive distinct assurances relative 
to the Intentions of the Government. The 
indefinite occupation of Egypt, he said, was 
contemplated. The ultimate condition of Egypt 
could not bo settled by any one power. 

Tbo Conference—The Khedive's Proclama¬ 
tion. 

Constantinople, August lObb.—At to-day's 
sitting of the Conference the British Embassador 
announced bis assent to the proposul of Count 
Corte, Italian Embassador, for the temporary 
international protection of the Suer. Canal. He 
repeated tho declaration that the landing of 
Turkish troops in Egypt must he preceded by a 
proclamatiou against Arabl Pasha, and the con¬ 
clusion of a military convention with England. 
The Couferenco will take no cognizance of tho 
Anglo-Turkieh military convention. 

Following is the text of the proclamation 
against Arabi Pasha communicated to the Con¬ 
ference to-day: “ Arabi Pasha having a second 
lime transgressed the law by taking authority 
which does not belong to hint, and having pre¬ 
sumed to rac-nace vessels beloneing to an old 
aud tried friend and ally of 'Turkey, is for 
these misdeeds proclaimed a rebel, together 
with Ids adherents. Bo it known to all that 
obedience is duo solely to the Khedive, who is 
the representative of the Sultan.” 

It is understood that Lord Dufferin does not 
insist that England shall have supreme com- I 
mand of the troops in Egypt. 

Notes from Alexandria. 

Alexandria, August lOih.-Oartrigbt, act¬ 
ing British Consul-General, In view of tho diffi-, 
culty of obtaining water, has sent a circular to 
the foreign Consuls, asking them to in¬ 
form their respective governments of the great 
Importance of preventing an increase in the 
number of arrivals hero. The troops wil 
henceforth be eupplied with water from con¬ 
densers. 

A Circassian, who passed through Arabi 
Pasha's camp, states that a Colonel, Captain, 
subaltern and seventy men were killed on the 
rebel side in the engagement of Saturday. 
He confirms the report of Arabi’s bad health. 
He says twenty-five battalions and eleven bat¬ 
teries are posted along the canal between Kafr- 
cl Dwar and the advanced outposts. 

Two of Arabi Pasha's spies have been cap¬ 
tured. 

Arabi Pasha has mounted four new guns in 
his first Hoe of intrenehments.

The Lend I.ciieue’s Aid to Arabi. 

New York, August 10th.—There is a wide 
difference of opinion among the friends of Ire¬ 
land as to what course thoy should take with 
reference to Arabi Bev in his contest with Eng¬ 
land. The question derived importance from 
the recent action of the National Land League 
in Philadelphia in advising that the fnuds' of 
that organization be sent to assist Arabi in his 
struggle againBt England. Some of the Land 
Leaguers here are in favor of the proceeding : 
others condemn it. Among the latter is Dr. 
Wallace, President of the New York Irish Land 
League. It is a step which the League can’t 
countenance, because it Is entirely antagonistic 
to tho law which governs them- The Leagues 
werefounded for the purpose of sustaining the 
people of Ireland in a constitutional straggle 
for their rights, and it does not advocate re- 
bellkms means for reaching that end. At the 
same time Dr. Wallace desires to have it under¬ 
stood that Arabi has the sympathy of every 
Irishman. Mr. Gallagher, President of the 
Parnell League, says: “ We could injure Eng¬ 
land by supporting Arabi Pasha, hut we have 
chosen , a peaceful method, and we will not de¬ 
part from it." These are tho views of the 
moderate or conservative men of the Lcagao, 
BDd thoy reflect those of the great body who 
are acting with them. The" dynamite section, 
beaded by O'Donovan Rossa and others of the 
some turn of mind, are for Arabi out and out, 
their sympathies only being limited by their 
ability to help biro. 

Philadelphia, August 10th.—Captain Will¬

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England’s situation in the East has 
been greatly simplified by the Sultau’s action 
in issuing a proclamation declaring Arab! Bey 
to be a traitor, and placing upon bim the re¬ 
sponsibility for receut occurrences in Egypt. 
This not only relieves the dangerous strain 
which threatened a rupture of the friendly rela¬ 
tions between Turkey and Great Britain, but it 
legHim’zes the British proceedings in Egypt 
and removes 1 he serious objection which stood 
in the way of the dispatch of Turkish 
troops to Alexandria. Until the proclamation 
bad been issued, the British bad no assurance 
that the Sultan’s troops might not be in¬ 
structed to co operate with Arabi Bey rather 
tlian with themselves, for the Sultau’s equivo¬ 
cal attitude fairly justified suspicions or his 
sincerity. Now, however, the position of 
Turkey is defined, and everything is compar¬ 
atively plain sailing.

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THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 

The struggle between the British array and 
the Egyptian forces commanded by Arabi 
Bey progresses from point lo point williout 
being productive as yet of any very sub¬ 
stantial results on either side. We have 
not deemed it worth while to follow the 
contest closely with odltorial discussions of 
the strategy of the commanders, for ti e reason 
that as yet the reports are entirely one sided, 
as we have nothing at all from the Egyptian 
sida of the question, and the Euglish reports 
are altogether unsatisfactory and appear to be 
doctored for effect at home. It is the misfor¬ 
tune of English military service that when¬ 
ever the British army is engaged in actual 
warfare, accounts are liable to be carefully 
garbled iu this fashion for the express purpose 
of regulating the promotions for meritorious 
service by giving prominence to certain 
favored names. We do not know that Gene¬ 
ral Sir Garnet Wolseley is much more given 
to indulging in this practice than other com¬ 
manders of armies in the flelJ, but in the 
present campaign he lias rendered himself ob¬ 
noxious both to public sentiment and to the 
leading journals of England by his very strict 
censorship of the correspondence dispatchts 
and by the care he lias taken to give pre 
cedence at all times and on all occasions to 
reports of his own, obviously Intended for ef¬ 
fect on public sentiment. If these reports 
from the General himself could be regarded 
as reliable, they would of course bo very valu¬ 
able; but they are frequently so framed as to 
exaggerate enormously every trifling English 
success, to deny the extent of his own lossis 
and to magnify those of the enemy. 

But even if we suppose these accounts 
to be reliable, they are not sufficient to 
warrant any expectations that the present 
campaign will be a short, sharp and decisive 
one, since General Wolseley has already been 
obliged to ask for reinforcements, and it ap¬ 
pears to be clear that his forces suffer much 
more from the hardships of the climate and 
the peculiar nature of the country and the 
service than they do from the attacks of the 
Egyptian army. As regards the latter, recent 
accounts admit that the last battle resulted 
from a midnight surprise of ibe British forces 
by Arabi Bey. The latter seems to be forti¬ 
fying himself in his position, so that after Sir 
Garnet Wolseley ha3 captured one Important 
position, the Egyptian army is immediately 
found securely defended by another fortified 
line of equal strength. We need scarcely say 
that the ablest general in Europe or America 
could do no better than this. The British 
forces will of course capture Cairo, and after 
that the Egyptian array will have to be fol¬ 
lowed from point to point along the valley of 
the Nile or across the Egyptian deserts, with 
the English troops melting away rapidly from 
the effects of the climate, until perhaps Arabi 
Bey will find an opportunity of gaining a dec! 
sive victory, as was done by the Zulu King, 
Celewayo, in the South African war. This is 
the confident belief that seems lo be enter¬ 
tained by some of the ablest military critics In 
Europe, and accounts for the calmness of the 
great Towers of the Continent on the subject 
of the course pursued by England in Egypt. 
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The Egyptians continue to 
flock to the standard of Arabi Bey 
—whose force now number over a 
hundred thousand. Thev and the 
British forces under Gen. Wools- 
lev now so closely confront each 
other that a decisive engagement 
must take place in a few days.

“ And now with regard to Ourabi, or Arabi 
Bey, the Egyptian patriot, the demigod of the 
hour, and—supposed—European hater. He is 
a r pleasant-spoken man, of retiring habits; tall, 
handsome, and enthusiastic, and his photo¬ 
graph sells everywhere for 21 5c. He is not 
fanatical, and does not wish every European to 
be bundled neck-and-crop out of the land, on 
pain of being massacred, as is generally sup¬ 
posed ; but whilst thoroughly recognising the 
indispensable utility of foreign assistance in the 
administration of government, he condemns 
the preposterous extravagance of their sala¬ 
ries, ^rc- * What!' he exclaimed at a recent 
meeting of Arabs, ‘ take one example out 
of fifty. Look at the Caisse Pablique 
administered by five—yes,five—Commissioners, 
each with a salary of £3,000; £15,000 a year to 
administer a beggarly revenue of a few millions ! 
It is preposterous and out of all proportion to 
the resources of the country. The foreigners 
come here and grow fat, and their sons, brothers, 
and cousins get snug places too, without the 
knowledge requisite to qualify them for the 
posts. Dragomans and interpreters have to be 
kept by the hundred, and all this Egypt must 
pay for, whilst half her population are at 
starving point. Let the foreigners come and 
give fair work for fair wage, and they shall be 
welcome, but let them not look upon our country 
as a money-bag into which they have only to 
plunge their hands to grow rich. They helped 
us out of dire distress and the extravagant 
tyranny of Ismail, but that is no reason why 
they should themselves suck us dry.* Warm 
applause met these words. ‘ Ho speaks like a 
nightingale/ they exclaimed."

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THE KHJSDIVE AND THE REBELS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TIMES. 

Sir,—In September, 1881, Arabi Bey first appeared upon 
the Egyptian stage as a mutinous colonel in the Khedive’s 
army. This personage represented what ho and some 
credulous people declared to bo a “ national party,” in- 
Uuenccd by pure and patriotio zeal, even to rebellion, in 
tbo holy cause o£ Egyptian unity and independence of 
foreign control. 

Thoso who had intimate experience of Egypt and 
Egyptians declared that tho so-called patriot was an 
ambitious but ignorant puppet, worked by the secret wire¬ 
pullers in Constantinople to produce anarchy in Egypt, in 
the hope of overthrowing tho European Control, of exhibit¬ 
ing tho incompetence of the Khedive to rule, and of in¬ 
flaming the fanatical hatred of the populace against the 
Christians. Such a combination would cause an out¬ 
break ,* the Khodive would be deposed, tho Europeans 
would flee the country, tho Control would vanish, and the 
Sultan would intervene and appoint a ruler tho lawful heir 
by Jlahomcdan succession to the throne of Egypt who 
would re-establish the tottering influence of the Porte. 

Tho entire world has watched with interest the suc¬ 
cessive aots of tho eventful drama during the last 12 
months. The curtain rose in September, 1881, with Arabi 
Bey at the head of his mutinous troops, defying the 
Khedive in front of his palace in Cairo, in tho character of 
Egypt’s heroic patriot. 

The curtain has fallen in September, 1882. Arabi was 
again at the head of his troops, but in headlong flight upon 
a swift horse, which outstripped his scattered army, the 
British cavalry spurring in pursuit; and, entering Cairo at 
bis recreant heels. The English General receives bis sword: 
Arabi is a prisoner. 

Without indulging in rain flattery, there can be only 
one sentiment throughout Englishmen at tho close of our 
short campaign—admiration for the exceptional conduct of 
tho war. On the 11th of July the forts of Alexandria 
were bombarded by tho Flest. On the 30th of July the 
first regiment left England. On tbo 13th of September 
Arabi’s army was annihilated and himself a fugitive. The 
War Office has exhibited an admirable organization and 
promptitude in despatching an army together with the 
vast amount of supplies in so short 5 period to a distance 
ot more than 3,000 miles from our shores. The Indian 
forces have co-operated from the wide intervals of Calcutta 
and Bombay, and these gallant troops have shown an 
honourable rivalry in tbo field when by the side of British 
regiments against the common enemy. The Navy has 
given satisfactory proof that British sailors are chips of 
the old block which won renown when “ hearts of oak” 
were the pride of the English nation. 

Oar army, well-equipped and rapidly manceuvred, has not 
fteen left to the ravages of disease in longstanding camps, 
pestilent through inglorious idleness, but has been led at 
ibe right moment straight at the heart of the enemy, and 
irith unflinching dash has followed up the blow, securing 
the capital of Egypt, with Arabi a prisoner. Europe and 
the world in general join in well-deserved applause at 
the skilful and unhesitating strategy of Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, which has crushed at one blow the entire com¬ 
bination of the rebellious forces and secured the Khedive 
upon his hitherto trembling throne. 

The question now arises, “ What is to become of Arabi 
snd the ringleaders of the rebels ?” They have been taken 
red-handed in open rebellion against the Khedive, and to 
remove all doubt Arabi has been proclaimed a rebel by tho 
Sultan. 

If Egypt is to enjoy a peaceful future and to be insured 
against u repetition of military insubordination, it is ab¬ 
solutely necessary that tho country shall be governed by 
law, and not by sentiment. Thoso who defy the law must 
suffer the punishment determined by the law, and no ex¬ 
ception should bo mode to this stem exigence of necessity. 

At this gratifying moment of success it is in consonance 
with British feelings of humanity that clemency should 
guide our counsels to the Khedive, and that we may advise 
moderation towards tho vanquished. Nothing could be 
more fatal to the true interests of Egypt. In the Oriental 
mind clemency is a token of weakness. 

Arab! and the ringleaders of the rebellion will be judged 
bylaw; if not guilty, they will be acquitted; if guilty, 
they should suffer precisely according to the legal enact¬ 
ment—neither more nor loss. 

The Egyptians must loam by a stern and unmitigated 
example that the Khedivo is the constituted head, and 
Mat he represents the Government of Egypt; that 
rebellion against his authority is high treason ; and that 
tho penalty of high treason will be inflicted without a 
ohance of reprieve or pardon. Whatever the sentence of 
the court may bo, that sentence should be executed. 

In Alexandria many bavo suffered death for outrages 
and murder; these outrages were the natural resultsof 
Arabia rebellion for which that rebellion is responsible, 
it is the Oriental rule that when punishment is to be in¬ 
flicted, the poor suffer but tbo rich escape. Should vain 
and inconsistent clamour favour tho mitigation of a 
sentence upon the ringleaders, the future ot Egypt will be 
rich in patriots, national parties, and Arabis. 

Where is that self-denying patriotio assembly that was 
advertised so glaringly os tho “ national party ?” Dis- 
wlved like a snow-wrorth in sunshine. The victory of 
Sir Garnet Wotsoley has dispelled all national aspira¬ 
tions. Tho sycophants who flattered Arabi in re¬ 
bellious power would bespatter him with the Nile mud in 
the same hour of his downfall. Lc Itoi est morl ! Vive le 
Xoi / ” was never more cruelty exemplified. “ Arabi is 
down! Long live tho Khedive!” is the cry of tho popu¬ 
lace in Egypt, who would have pelted tho Khedive in the 
day of Arabi's ascendancy. 

■VVBl 1 •» ignorant „<i fckl. pop»i.U„, 
like tho sand of their own deserts, according to the varying 
courses of tbo wind, it is ridiculous to speak of a national 
party. Egypt requires a paternal Government, somewhat 
similar to that of India. The army should bo disbanded, 
excepting the black <or Soudand) troops. Theso should bo 
placed under European officers, retaining those native 
officers below tho rank of major. A few regiments of 
Acnaouts under British officers would form a Household 
Brigade; a gendarmerie of Turks from Cyprus, undor 
European officers, would complete the small army that 
Egypt will require. Such an amalgamation would insure 
the loyalty of tbo forces. The Egyptian troops who have 
lately been arrayed against ua will be better employed in 
the cultivation of their fields. v * 

Tho rebellion is terminated before the highest Nile 
Peace will at once restore confidence to tho cultivators’ 
and the country will assume an aspect of prosperity almost 
immediately. Commercial affairs depend entirely upon 
the equilibrium of the political situation, and we cannot 
expect the return of activity until the public are assured 
or a permanent stability in tho Government. If Arabi and 
the ringleaders of the late rebellion aro tried by court- 
martial »nd punished, there will bo no question of the 
authority of the Khedive, provided he is supported for 

least 12 months by a sufficient British army of occupa-

There ore two circumstances working favour¬ 
ably for Arabi Bey in the position of peril in 
■whloh ho now stands. The value of one increases 
With every day that passes over his head before 
judgment is pronounced. When he was Aral 
captured, there was a report currant that ha was 
to be tried by arum-head court-martial, in which 
base bis fate was certain. But whethar with 
common murderers or man in the wholesale line 
like Arabi.Bey, the English people always Bhrink 
from seeing finally carried out a sentence long 
deferred. The other circumstance in Arabi’a 
favour is the report which comes from more 
than one quarter, to the effect that as far as 
the Egyptian authorities are concerned he Is 
foredoomed, and that the trial will bo a mockery, 
undertaken in deference to the scruples of 
Western civilisation. That is of itself sufficient 
to ronso a people like the English to something 
approaching a condition of fervour inArabi's behalf. 
Whatever the Egyptian tribunal doss, there is no 
doubt the ultimate issue will rest with the English 
Government. Should Arabi ba condemned to 
death, as appears more than likely, Sir Edward 
Malet would bo able to bring pressure to bear 
upon the Khedive which would result in the 
commutation of the sentence. This being the 
case, I venture to believe there is a long lease of 
life yet before Arabi. Not much has been openly 
spokeu in this country with respeot to his fate, 
but the people are watching closely for the issue, 
nnd there is no doubt that should Arabi's own 
countrymen doom him to death, the people who 
conquered him will imperatively demand that his 


lifo shall he spared. 

I hear that the police authorities in Dublin are 
in possession of a cine which they believe will 
lead them to the discovery of the Phccuix Paw 
assassins. I don’t vouch for this statement, 
which roaches me second-hand; but it is vary 
confidently made. What is quite certain is that 
the Irish police under the new organisation ate 
beginning to emerge from the state of impotence 
in which they so long remained while crime was 
everywhere triumphaut. They have now laid 
their hands upon the perpetrators of two fearful 
crimes, which had long baffled justice. The 
murder of Lord Mountmorres, and the making 
away with two bailiffs in Lough Mask, were 
committed so long ago that all hope of dis¬ 
covering the murderers had been abandoned. 
Hopeful signs arc to be found in the comparative 
readiness of witnesses to come forward. The 
convictions which have recently taken place iu 
Dublin, and the more intelligent movements of 
the deteotive police, have created a new and more 
wholesome terror in the minds of the people. 
They are now beginning to believe that the law is 
powerful, and that justice will prove as relentless 
ns Captain Moonlight or any of his coadjutors. 

There is a good deal of naivete iu the Corpora¬ 
tion of Loudon. They have resolved, by a unani¬ 
mous vote, to present addresses to General 
Wolseley aud Sir Beauohamp Soymour. and also 
a sword of honour to the Admiral at a cost of 
£500, whereupon a member of the Court gives 
notice to increase the amount to £2,000, so that 
there may be a luncheon. These two amounts 
seem to the non-oivic eye a little disproportionate. 
£500 for the heroes and £1,500 for the aldermen 
and common council men is what such an arrange¬ 
ment comes to. If the Corporation of London has 
£2,000 to spend on tins occasion, it would be 
batter to devote the £500 to tho original purpose, 
and to allot the £1,500 for the benefit of tho 
widows aud children of the soldiers and sailors 
who fell iu battle. The British army and navy 
do not fight that aldermen may dine. 

Mr Jesse Colliugs is Mr Chamberlain's com¬ 
panion in his travels through ltussia, where the 
St. Petersburg Journal hue already knighted the 
member for Birmingham. This is not the first 
time these two gentlemen have gone abroad iu 
company. After tho first session of the new 
Parliament they went to Spain and aoross to 
Tangiers, whore befel an incident Mr Chamber¬ 
lain is fond of relatiug. The two members wanted 
to return to Marseilles, but could not get accom- ■ 
modation. At last onme the captain of a French ;

there ora two of us,” said Mr Colliugs. “Ob,” 
said the captain, “ You oan have my berth, and 
the laa,” ho added with a wavo of the hand 
towards the beardless President of the Board of 
Trade, “ con sleep on the floor."

TO THE EDITOR OE THE MORNING TOST. 

Sir,— 1 should be glad if you can find space for a few 
words u]>on the delivery of Arabi to the Egyptian 
authorities. Nothing is clearer than that by the law of 
England no political prisoner that is once under her pro¬ 
tection can be delivered up. This is a position that 
England has always taken up before the civilised world and 
has been prepared to support against all opposition. Up 
to the time of his defeat Arabi was recognised as a belli¬ 
gerent. At the time of his surrender the English were in 
occupation of Egyptian territory as the victorious 
belligerents, which, by the well-recognised law of nations, 
constitutes, for the time being, the soil so occupied 
a pare of the victor's territory. This is the law 

as admitted by all writers on international law. 

Arabi, therefore, when he surrendered, came into British 
territory, and became a suppliant for English protection, 
and was as much entitled to the protection of the law regu¬ 
lating the extradition of political prisoners as if he had 
made good his escape to Malta and had there surrendered 
himself a prisoner of war to some military officer. In such 
a case few would contend that it would he according 
to English law and practice to deliver him tip. 

If this be so, it is difficult to see how the 

delivery of Arabi by the English authorities can 
be justified. There is no doubt that the position was a 
novel one, complicated by the fact that the Khedive was a 
guest in the British camp; but surely that can no more alter 
the law of"England than it would in the case put of Arabia 
escape to Malta have done, if the Khedive had also been 
in that island, having sought protection there. This compli- 
j cation may relieve the English from moral shame, as the 
act of delivery may have been under a mistake of law. But 
surely if the giving up of the Cuban refugees by the mis¬ 
take of a Gibraltar magistrate has excited the indignation 
of our present Home Secretary, who knows the law on this 
subject so well; if the fact be that Arabi should not have 
been delivered up, being charged only with a political 
crime, the Government should attempt to correct the 
mistake in one case as much as the other.

Mr. Joseph Cowen will to-day ask the I’ritne 
Minister whether he will afford facilities for 
discussing the report of the Select Committee 
which inquired into the circumstances attending 
the imprisonment of Mr. Gray. 

Till further progress is made with the second 
section of the 1’rocedure Rules it is impossiblo 
definitely to fix a date for the prorogation.

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ARABI IN EXXXiSi 
A Visit to the Pamons Prisoner of 
Ceylon—«How Ho Looks and "WThat 
Ho Says—Learning the English 
Language* 

Arabi Bey’s home of exile stands about three I 
miles out of Colombo, Writes a correspondent 
of the London Daily Nows. It is reached 
by a long and dusty road, sometimes 
skirting the Indian ocean, on "whose 
cool margin brown figures stand dabbling 
in the water up to their knees, and ply¬ 
ing a fishing-rod. It is a veiw squalid quarter, 
the houses being mere huts thatched with balm 
leaves. Many of thorn are not six feet high, 
and the elders of the family crawl into them 
like animals, returning to their holes. They 
have no windows, and have not redched the 
skillful contrivance of the Japanese, whose 
sliding shutters drawn back leave the domicile 
easy of access. There is a plain wooden shutter 
that contrives a double debt to pay, being a 
wiudowby day and a door by night.' When 
the Cingalese retire to rest this board is 
pub up, and the arrangements are complete. 
There are plentiful chinks which admit air 
and soma rays of light; but neither is 
a matter that seems greatly to concern the 
householder, Passing by day one can see 
crouching within the doorway father or 
mother, even of toner the grandfather or grand¬ 
mother. In spite of insanitary household ar¬ 
rangements, the Cingalese seam to. live to a 
ripe age, and wrap their years about them like 
a picturesque garment. Long, gray hair, 
deeply furrowed faces, gleaming dark ayes, 
figures still upright, and the loose garment of 
gay colors worn with easy grace make old age 
strikingly attractive. There is no difficulty 
in approaching the prisoner of Ceylon. He 
has neither jailor nor guard, and is free 
to do what he pleases within- the liriSts 
of the island. When we drove up he was sit¬ 
ting la the broad veranda which fronts the 
house—a heavy stone building with nothing 
loveable about it. It stands in's, garden which 
seems left; pretty much to its own devices. 
These, as in all tropical gardens, take gor- 

f eous turns. There are abundance of 
owers growing in wild luxuriance, aud 
just by the porch one English rose-bush timidly 
doing it 3 best to maintain its ancient reputa¬ 
tion amid its richer foreign brethren. Arabi 
was dressed iu a loose light-brown overcoat of 
unmistakable British make, with white dnek 
trousers and waistcoat, and the inseparable 
fez. He was at work writing, with his back 
to the garden and his face to the 
'dead wall, which might, with a little care, 
bloom with jasmine, with the breath of which 
all the garden is sweet. Ho showed us his 
work a little later, displaying with child-like 
pride the laboriously-made English charac¬ 
ters by which he had spelled out “ by 
-and by” time will come,” and 

other simple sentences, which formed his Eng¬ 
lish lesson. His exercise book had originally 
been designed for accounts, and he now filled 
the money column with Arabia phrase, trans¬ 
lating it into English on the border-line. As 
’ he opened the book he disclosed a couple of 
cheap New Year cards; the remembrance of 
unknown admirers in England. The literature 
was execrable, but the gay colors seemed to 
please the Egyptian, and he evidently 
treasured them. Two or three men in na¬ 
tive dress were standing about the stables, 
which flanked one side of the house. A gen¬ 
tleman whom we subsequently knew as the in¬ 
terpreter advanced to receive ua as the car¬ 
riage entered the grounds. Arabi silently 
bowed a welcome, but did not seem inclined to 
conversation with casual strangers. Many 
passers-by call in, and he is not quite sure 
that all arc friendly. Wo had an intro^ 
duction from & trusted personal friend, which 
smoothed matters, and presently the cold sus¬ 
picious mariner was altered, and the silent 
man became quite loquacjouB. He has 60 far 
profited by his studies in English as to be able 
to carry forward simple conversation. He 
will soon pass by his interpreter, whose com¬ 
mand of English is not extensive, the effort of 
translation causing him piteously to perspire. 

Arabi had no objection whatever to discuss 
political affairs; but he even ostentatiously 
persisted in doing so from the standpoint of a 
permanent exile. Like Victor Hugo, after the 
coup d’etat, he has taken a solemn oath (per^ 
haps superfluous in the existing circumstances)' 
never to let his foot press the soil of Egypt 
while Tewfik reigns.
